Shell  Orders  Placed  in  Can- 
ada by  the  British  Govern- 
ment So  Far  Amount  to 
$150,000,000,  • 


OTTAWA,  Ont,  Sept.  18.— Canada  has 
clone  so  well  In  the  manufacture  of 
■hell*  that  the  British  Government  la 
going  to  let  her  try  her  hand  in  the  man- 
ufacture of  big  guna  and  field,  ordnance, 
Including  12-lnch  howltsers  and  1- 
pounders.  It  la  a  big  eontract  in  com- 
parlson  with  which  even  the  difficult 
tank  of  making  completed  sheila  looks 
wimple,  but  over  100  of  Canada'*  wizards 
of  .finance  and  masters  of  industry  came 
to  Ottawa  today  to  giva  it  consideration. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  conference,  at 
Which  Major  Masan.  of  the  War  Office. 
outlined  the  situation,  a  committee  of 
twenty  was  appointed,  comprising  finan- 
ciers, manufacturers  and  members  of  the 
shell  commission  to  consider  the  prac- 
tical and  financial  feasibility  of  the  un- 
dertaking. The  committee  will  meet  at 
the  call  of  tha  chairman,  Sir  John  Gib- 
Bon,  of  Hamilton,  Ont. 

Tha  proposal.  It  la  understood.  In- 
volves the  establishment  of  a  central 
plant  at  which  parts  made  by  a  variety 
of  lirma  will  be  assembled.  The  plants 
will  probably  be  under  Government  con- 
trol and  Canadian  banka  will  probably 
finance  the  establishment  of  the  plants 
primarily. 

The  proposal  follows  upon  the  visit  of 
Mr.  D.  A.  Thomas,  Vepresentative  of 
Mr.  Lloyd  George,  and  Major  Masan,  of 
the  War  Office,  to  Canada.  Mr.  Thomas 
Investigated  the  Canadian  shell  fac- 
tories and  has  apparently  been  well  sat- 
isfied with  the  work  and  convinced  that 
even  larger  work  can  be  accomplished 
In  the  Dominion.  In  a  short  speech  to 
the  conference  Sir  Sam  Hughes  de- 
clared that  when  the  first  order  for  120.- 
000  ahells  was  received  It  seemed  like  a 
tremendously  formidable  task,  but  that 
now  a  week  or  so  was  all  that  was  re- 
quired  to  turn  out  such  a  consignment. 

General  Hughes  expreased  the  opinion 
that  Canada  was  capable  of  doing  any- 
thing she  took  In  hand.  ..

MUST  PROVIDE  FUNDS 

British  Parliament  Will    Consider    Bow 

Methods   of   Raising  Money   for 

War  Bxpeaaes 


LONDON,  Sept.  13.— When  Parlia- 
ment reassembles  tomorrow  its  princi- 
pal concern  will  be  schemes  of  new 
taxation  to  help  in  providing  for  the 
expenses    of   the    war. 

An  Increase  and  extension  of  the  In- 
come tax  Is  expected  In  most  quarter*. 

An  .attempt  to  restrict  the  volume  of 
imports  is  urged  by  many  of  the  pub- 
lic men.  The  most  likely  measures  In 
this  direction  are  large  additions  to 
the  duties  on  tea,  tobacco,  wine,  sugar 
unci  petrol,  and  possibly  new  duties  on 
various  luxuries.  Other  taxes  which 
have  been  suggested  are  upon  railway 
tickets,  theatres  and  motion  plctturea, 
automobiles  and  carrlagea  and  employ- 
ers of  domestic  servants.  An  increase 
In  charge  for  letters,  telegrams  and 
telephones,  all  of  which  are  under 
Government  control,  Is  a  further  possi- 
bility. 

It  Is  estimated  that  tha  tottal  Income 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  British  Isles 
Is  •  ll.OOO.oOO.ooo  a  year.  Of  this  lass 
than  $5,000,000,000  at  present  Is  assess- 
ed for  taxation.  The  new  legislation 
la  expected  to  reach  at  least  111.-00.- 
000,00$  more.  For  the  small  workmen 
It  is  possible  that  the  collection  of  the 
tax  may  be  In  weakly  instalments  by 
means  of  stamps  affixed  to  a  weekly 
war  tax  card.

"The  repulse  of  his  recent  attempt 
in'  the  Argonne,  combined  with  the  re- 
pulse of  the  other  attempts  which  pre- 
ceded, has  had  such  a  serious  effect  on 
the  German  crown  prince  that  a  suc- 
cessor may  be  looked  for  in  this  sec- 
tion." 


Aeroplane  Squadrons  on  West 
Front  Demolish  Station  and 
Bank — Artillery  Cannonad- 
ing Continues  on  Yser  Canal, 


PAItIS,  Sept.  1$. — The  following  offi- 
cial statement  was  Issued  tonight: 

"The  cannonading  continues  on  the 
Yser,  as  well  as  to  the  north  and  south 
of  Arras,  in  the  sectors  of  Neuvllle, 
Rolincourt  and  Wailly.  To  the  north  of 
the  Olse  our  artillery  has  carried  out  a 
destructive  fire  on  the  organizations  of 
the  enemy  and  the  works  -  at  Ben  v- 
ralgnes. 

"Several  groups  of  German  infantry 
have  again  been  dispersed  before  An- 
dechy. 

"On  the  canal  from  the  Alsne  to  the 
Marne,  we  have  violently  bombarded 
the  trenches,  batteries  and  cantonments 
of  the  enemy  in  the  environs  of  Saplg- 
neul  and  Neuvllle  near  Berry-ati-Bac. 
Artillery  actions  and  bomb  fighting  have 
occurred  in  Champagne,  in  the  Argonne 
and  Between  the  Meuse  and  the  Moselle. 
There  has  been  an  Intermittent  bom- 
bardment In  the  Vaages,  to  the  east  of 
Metzeral  and  Sudelkopt. 

"In  retaliation  for  the  recent  bom- 
bardment of  Lunevllle  and  Complegne 
by  enemy  aeroplanes,  a  squadron  of  1$ 
aeroplanes  flew  over  the  town  of 
Treves  this  morning,  dropping  about  100 
shells.  The  station  and  the  Bank  of 
the    Empire    were    undoubtedly    reached. 

"The  same  squadron,  after  having  re- 
turned to  its  base  in  the  afternoon 
dropped  58  shells  on  the  stations  of 
Bommary  and  Baroncour.  Other  aero- 
planes bombarded  from  a  low  altitude 
the  stations  at  Denaueschlngen  and  the 
Danube  and  Marbach.  In  one  region 
where  the  movement  of  troops  was  re- 
ported, the  efficacy  of  our  fire  against 
the  objects  aimed  at  was  established, 
including  a  train  in  .transit,  which  was 
obliged   to  stop." 

Afternoon  Beport 

PARIS,  Sept.  IS. — The  War  Office  this 
afternoon  gave  out  the  following  state- 
ment on  the  progress  of  hostilities:    • 

"The  mine  fighting  proceeded  continu- 
ously and  Stubbornly  to  the  south  of  the 
Homme,  before  Faye.  There  was  violent 
bombardment  in  the  sectors  of  Arman- 
court  and  Beuvraijmes,  as  well  as  on 
the  plateaus  dt  Quennevierres  and  Nouv- 
ron. 

"intermittent  cannonading  took  place 
In  the  Champagne  and  the  Argonne. 

"On  the  Lorraine  front  our  batteries 
directed  an  efficacious  fire  on  the  Ger- 
man trenches  and  organisations  In  the 
neighborhood  of  Embermenll.  Lelntrey 
and  .Vnser viiler.  .  Enemy  groups  which 
left  their  trenches  and  advanced  up  to 
our  wire  entanglements  were  dispersed 
by  the  fire  of  our  Infantry."

MR.  LLOYD  GEORGE  NOW 
FAVORS  CONSCRIPTION 


Minister  of  Munitions  Thinks 
Industrial  Situation  Can  Be 
Met  Only  by  Utilizing  More 
Unskilled  Labor, 


LONDON,  Sept.  13.— Lord  Kitchener 
has  just  presented  to  the  Cabinet  his 
estimate  or  the  number  of  British  troops' 
it  will  be  necessary  to  maintain  on  the 
continent  next  year,  according  to  the 
parliamentary  correspondent  of  the 
Daily  Chronicle,  who  declares  the  esti- 
mate greatly  exceed*  the  number  already 
in  the  field,  large  as   that  Is. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  he  has 
learned  on  indisputable  authority  that 
David  Lloyd  George,  Minister  of  Muni- 
tions, who  formerly  waa  a  supporter  of 
the  voluntary  system  or  enlistment,  now 
has  been  converted  to  compulsory  ser- 
vice, not  so  much  fpr  military  reasons 
as  for  industrial.  He  is  said  to  believe 
that  the  munitions  problem  can  be  set- 
tled in  no  other  way  since  acceleration 
ia  Impossible  without  a  relaxation  or  all 
restrictive  labor  regulations  and  with- 
out the  utilisation,  to  a  far  greater  ex- 
tent,  or    unskilled    labor. 

During  the  past  month  the  number  or 
recruits  has  diminished,  but  men  still 
are  offering  their  services  raster  than 
they  can  be  equipped.  The  Chronicle's 
article  is  considered  here  to  be  signi- 
ficant, aa  that  paper  lias  opposed  con- 
scription In  the  past.

LONDON.  Sept.  13.— M.  Bark.  Russian 
Minister  of  Finance,  today  was  report- 
ed to  be  en  route  to,  London  from 
Petrograd  to  hold  a  conference  with 
the  British  t'hancellor  of  the  Exche- 
quer and  tha  '  French  Minister  of 
Flaeaoe. 


LONDON.  Sept.   13. — An   official   state 
ment    issued    by    the    Press    Bureau    to- 
night   says: 

"An  enemy  aeroplane  visited  the  Kent- 
ish coast  this  afternoon  and  dropped 
some  bombs,  which  resulted  In  a  house 
being  seriously  damaged  and  four  per- 
sons being  Injured.  The  aeroplane  was 
chased  off  by  two  naval  Aeroplanes." 

Zeppelins  bombarded  the  eastern  coast 
of    England    last   night. 

The  Press  Bureau's  announcement  of 
the  attack  declared  that  there  were  no 
lives  lost  as  a  result  or  the  dropping  of 
bombs. 

This  was  the  third  Zeppelin  raid  on 
England   within  a   week. 

The  attack  was  described  in  the  fol- 
lowing   official    statement: 

"The  east  coast  was  visited  again  by 
hostile  aircraft  last  night.  Bombs  were 
dropped,  but  there  were  no  casualties 
and  the  only  damage  reported  Is  that 
some  telegraph  wires  are  down  and 
some    glass    broken." 

The  Globe  demands  that  effective 
measures  or  reprisal  for  the  Zeppelin 
raids    be    taken. 

"It  is  useless  to  disguise  the  fact 
that  nothing  big  or  strong  will  be  done 
unless  the  government  Is  aroused  to 
action  by  public  opinion,"  the  paper 
says 

"Let  the  Germans  realise  that  for 
every  peaceful  town  in  this  country  that 
is  bombarded,  a  doxen  pescerul  towns  In 
Germany  wilt  be  bombarded.  Let  them 
know  also  that  for  every  life  lost  anil 
every  humble  dwelling  destroyed,  we  will 
exact  a  liberal  toll  from  the  moneys  of 
wealthy  Germans  who  fattened  on  our 
commerce.  The  effect  would  be 
magical."

SUBMARINE  IN  BLACK  SEA 


Underwater  Clraft  of  Hew  Type 
Makes   its   Way  by   Sea   to 
Turkey 


WASHINGTON.  Sept.  13.— Germany's 
excuse  for  the  unsuccessful  attempt  to 
destroy  the  Orduna  on  July  9  is  that 
the  submsrine  commander  violated  his 
instructions,  which  were  not  to  attack 
any  liner,  but  that  because  of  the 
weather  he  was  unable  to  make  out  the 
character  or  nationality  of  the  Orduna. 

The  Orduna  was  bound  from  Liver- 
pool to  New  York  with  some  200  pas- 
sengers, of  whom  twenty-two  were 
Americans.  The  submarine  attacked 
hey,  firing  a  torpedo  which  barely 
missed  her.  She  then  was  shelled  by 
the  submarine  until  she  was  out  of 
range. 

To  substantiate  the  statement  that 
the  German  commander  was  Inclined 
to  follow  his  orders,  the  German  Gov- 
ernment alleges  that  he  soon  after 
allowed  the  steamship  Xormandie,  car- 
rying a  cargo  or  lumber,  to  pass  un- 
molested. 

Germany'!  excuse,  which  comes  in 
the  form  or  a_note,  was  laid  before 
President  Wilson  today  by  Secretary 
Lansing,  and  may  figure  in  discussion 
of  the  submarine  Issue  with  Count  von 
Bernstorff.    the   German   ambassador.

Ssadlag  Cold  to  Safety 
PARIS.  Sept.  13. — German  Journals  an- 
nounce that  there  is  at  least  $250,000,- 
000  in  gold  still  In  Germany  in  private 
hands.  The  special  correspondent  of  the 
Echo  de  Tails  at  Geneva,  however,  says 
that  It  is  very  likely  this  gold  already 
has  crossed  the  rrontler.  For  some  time 
German  capitalists  have  very  prudently 
been  putting  their  gold  in  places  or 
safety  abroad.  Within  three  months,  says 
the  correspondent,  Swiss  banks  have  re- 
ceived from  Germany  very  large  sums 
In  gold,  and  deposits  in  other  neutral 
countries   are   said    to    be   even    greater. 


Admiral  Sir  Percy  Scott  Is 
Placed  in  Charge  of  Gun- 
nery Defences  of  London 
Against  Aircraft, 


LONDON,  Sept.  13.— It  is  officially 
announced  that  Admiral  Sir  Percy  Scott, 
former  director  of  Naval  gunnery  prac- 
tice, has  been  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  gunnery  defences  of  London 
against   attack   by  enemy  aircraft. 

Sir  Percy  Scott  has  had  a  long  and 
distinguished  connection  with  the  Brit- 
ish navy  and  auxiliary  forces.  He  en- 
tered the  navy  in  1866.  In  1893  he 
became  captain.  He  participated  In  sev- 
eral military  expeditions,  including  the 
Ashantl  war,  1873-74,  the  Congo  expe- 
dition, 1875;  the  Egyptian  war.  1882; 
South  Africa,  in  1S99  and  1900;  and  the 
Chinese  expedition  of  1900.  He  was  re- 
peatedly mentioned  in  dispatches. 

He  was  the  Inventor  of  a  night  sig- 
nalling apparatus,  adopted  by  the  Royal 
Navy,  and  of  various  appliances  for  im- 
proving heavy  gun  shooting.  He  also 
Invented  the  gun  carriage  which  en- 
abled the  use  In  South  Africa  of  the 
6-Inch  and  the   4.7-lnch  guns.

Italian  Troops  Are  in  Full  Con- 
trol of  All  Positions  Along 
Their  Line — Success  in  the 
Plezzo  Basin. 


ROME  Sept  18.— The  rollowing  offi- 
cial statement  was  Issued   tonlgnt: 

"On  the  plateau  to  the  northwest  or 
Arslero  the  enemy's  artillery  persistent- 
ly shelled  our  positions  nesr  Monte 
Maronla.  throughout  the  night  of  the 
12th,  but  without  any  result. 

"During  the  same  night  enemy  forces 
made  two  attacks  on  our  11ms  in  the 
upper  Rlenx  Valley,  but  werk  repulsed 
on  both  occasions. 

"On  the  upper  Isonxo  rront  our  troops 
attacked  strong  positions  still  occupied 
by  the  enemy  on  the  eastern  slope  or  tho 
riezso  basin  and  acquired  results,  not- 
withstanding the  difficulties  of  the 
ground  snd  the  desperate  resistance  of 
our  adversaries,  who  were  supported  by 
numerous  powerful   batteries. 

"In  the  Plauv  sone  enemy  detach- 
ments brought  from  Morlsla  on  an  ar- 
mored train,  attempted  on  the  night  of 
the  13th  to  rush  our  trenches  north  of 
the  ZanguSr  tunnel.

ARTILLERY  DUELS 

CONTINUE  INTENSE 


Operations  of  Austro-German 
Armies  Are  Costing  Them 
Losses  Out  of  Proportion 
to  Gains, 


TETROGRAD,  Sept.  13.— The  follow- 
ing official  communication  was  Issued 
tonight: 

"In  the  Riga  and  Friedrichstadt  dis- 
tricts  no  essential  change   has  ocurred. 

"In  the  front  of  the  Lower  Ekau  and 
northwest  of  Mitau  there  have  been 
minor  engagements  between  small  de- 
tachments. 

"The  artillery  duels  have  appreciably 
Increased  in  intensity  from  Linden  as 
far  as  twenty  versts  (14  miles)  north- 
west of  Friedrichstadt. 

"Desperate  actions  continue  west  of 
Jacobstadt  and  in  the  districts  or  Laos, 
Plnstern  and  Sanken.  To  the  west  and 
southwest  ot  Dvinsk  we  have  been  car- 
rying out  vigorous  offensive  engage- 
ments in  the  district  or  Abel  and  Uslany 
and  further  south  the  fighting  has  been 
characterized    by   great  desperation. 

"Near  the  station  or  Novo  Sventsiany 
(to  the  northeast  or  Vllna)  the  enemy 
has  cut  the  railway.  Under  pressure  or 
enemy  attacks  between  the  Novo  Svent- 
siany and  Vllna  districts  our  troops  re- 
tired to  the  vicinity  of -the  railway  sta- 
tion   or    Podbrodze. 

"In  the  region  west  of  Vllna  and  to 
the  eastward  as  far  as  the  Orany  dis- 
trict there  is  no  change  in  the  situa- 
tion. 

Enemy  Belnforoed 

"On  the  front  or  Orany  we  have  en- 
gaged in  a  fierce  battle  with  the  eneiny, 
who  has  been  considerably  reinforced 
in  the  region  or  Skidel,  and  further  east. 
The  enemy  Is  developing  his  attack  east 
or  Skidel. 

"In  rearguard  actions,  to  restrain  the 
enemy's  pressure,  our  artillery  succeed- 
ed In  developing  a  powerful  fire  on  the 
route  of  the  line  or  Wolkowysk-Ksr- 
tovzkal-Bereza.  Towards  the  east  the 
enemy  cautiously  advanced.  His  at- 
tempts to  assume  a  more  decided  of- 
fensive were  resisted  and  had  no  influ- 
ence on  the  orderly  premediated  retire- 
ment or  our  troops. 

"Southwest  of  the  station  or  Sarny 
our  troops  continue  to  hold  the  enemy 
won  is  endeavoring  to  advance,  chiefly 
along  the  Rivers  Styr  and  Goryn.  Fur- 
ther east  in  the  Kolki  and  Derazno  dis- 
tricts the  lighting  is  still  stubborn. 
West  or  Rovno,  in  the  Dubno-Kreme- 
nentz  region,  the  Austrians  are  making 
unsuccessful   attacks. 

Success  in   OaUcla 

"in  the  Tarnopol  district  our  troops, 
under  the  enemy's  hall  or  artillery  Are. 
made  progress  igain,  taking  prisoners 
and  machine  guns.  We  drove  back  the 
Germans,  who  are  retiring  to  the  north. 
On  the  lower  Sereth  In  the  Zalezcayakl 
district  the  enemy  attempted  by  an  at- 
.  tack  to  arrest  our  advance  westward 
but,  after  a  stubborn  engagement,  was 
again  beaten  and  overthrown.  General- 
ly speaking,  the  Austro-German  attack 
is  directed  to  maintaining  the  efforts  in 
conducting  offensive  operations  which 
are  costing  them  losses  utterly  dispro- 
portionate to   the   results  achieved." 

VIENNA,  Sept.  13.— The  following  of- 
ficial statement  was  Issued  from  general 
hehadquarters  tonight: 

"The  Russian  attackks  on  East  Galicia 
fronts  continue,  on  the  Sereth,  strong 
hostile  attacks  were  repulsed  at  several 
points,  there  has  been  hand-to-hand 
fighting  in  the  trenches.  Northwest  of 
Strusow  some  Russian  attacks  broke 
down  under  the  cross  Are  of  our  batter- 
ies, others  were  repulsed  with  the 
bayonet. 

"During  the  night  the  allied  troops 
flghting  near  Tarnopol  took  up  a  posi- 
tion prepared  east  of  Kozlow  and  Jex- 
lerna,  which  Joins  our  front  on  the  east 
hank  of  the  Stripe,  a  move  not  hindered 
by  the  enemy. 

"Near  Nowo  Alexlnlec  violent  flghting 
Is  proceeding.  East  of  Dubno  our  troops 
have  advanced  to  the  railway.  In  the 
region  of  Derasno  we  repulsed  the  enemy 
at  several  points,  the  Vienna  Land- 
weser  Infantry  especially  distinguishing 
itself. 

"The  Austro-Hungarlan  forces  during 
the  storming  of  the  village  or  Bxuraty 
on  the  Uth.  captured  nine  officers,  1,000 
men  and  500  guns  in  an  attack  on  Satur- 
day. Yesterday  afternoon  they  made  an- 
other attack,  which  miscarried. 

BERLIN.  Sept.  13. — The  Russians  lost 
one  or  their  seaplanes  In  the  attack  by 
these  craft  on  a  small  German  cruiser 
off  Windau,  officially  reported  yesterday. 
A  statement  Issued  tells  of  the  attack 
by  several  Russian  machines  on  the 
cruisers  snd  of  their  dropping  eight 
bombs,  all  of  which  missed  their  mark, 
and  adds: 

"One  seaplane  wss  shot  down  and 
brought  to  Windau.  Its  occupants,  two 
Russian  officers,  were  made  prisoners."

SAKT  ANNA  IS 


Fabre  Line  Steamship,  Which 
Was  on  Fire  in  Mid-Ocean, 
Is  Now  Proceeding  to  the 
Azores, 


NEW  YORK.  Sept.  13. — The  Fabre 
Line  steamship  Sant  Anna,  which  was 
on  fire  In  mid-ocean,  1h  sare  and  la  pro- 
ceeding under  escort  to  the  Azores.- ac- 
cording to  wireless  reports  received  at 
teh  line's  local  office  this  afternoon. 

One  message  said:  "Fire  out,  Pro- 
ceeding to  Azores  escorted  by  Ansonia." 

The  liner  has  1.039  persons  on   board. 

The  following  wlroless  message  was 
sent  out  by  the  liner  last  night  and 
reached  the  wireless  stations  here  and 
at  Halifax: 

•*  "Steamship  Sant  Anna  In  distress,  on 
Are  and  In  need  of  assistance.  Posi- 
tion, latitude  40.23  north,  longitude, 
47.30   west." 

James  E.  Elwell.  a  Fabre  Line  official, 
cabled  today  from  Marseilles:  "News- 
papers here"  report  the  Sant  Anna  in 
mid-ocean.  We  have  no  conArmatlon 
from  Captain  Pavy  and  hope  the  report 
la  baseless." 

Although  the  announcement  of  the 
Fabre  Line  eald  the  Sant  Anna's  cargo 
was  mostly  foodstuffs,  the  manifest  of 
the  ship  shows  eighty-eight  freight 
cars,  3,000  barrels  of  cottonseed  oil. 
copper  wire.  pipe,  cyanide,  soda,  potash 
salts,  boxed   machinery  and-  parafflne. 

The  Sant  Anna  Is  a  vessel  of  6,814 
tons  register. 

Intimation  that  the  Are  on  the  Rant 
Anna,  which  reported  from  a  point  In 
mid-ocean.  900  miles  southeast  of  Hall- 
fax,  was  caused  by  spies,  was  made  here 
today  by  Howard  E.  Jones,  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  local  agents. 

"Several  of  our  vessels  have  been  set 
afire  by  spies."  Jones  declared.  "The' 
I^ord  Erne  was  damaged  considerably  re- 
cently before  the  flame*  were  dis- 
covered and  subdued.  Before  they  put 
to  sea  all  vessels  are  subjected  to 
thorough  search,  but  It  Is  always  pos- 
sible that  the  spies  have  circumvented 
the  searchers." 

The  Sant  Anna  wss  scheduled  to  sail 
September  7.  but  did  not  leave  until  the 
8th,  the  delay  being  canned  by  the 
search  for  bombs  reported  to  have  been 
placed  aboard. 

The  Fabre  Line  offices  here  today 
were  besieged  with  anxious  relatives 
and  friends  of  the  passengers,  of  whom 
there  are  more  than  a  hundred  in  ad- 
dition to  the  1,700  reservists. 

Included  among  the  passengers  are 
Miss  Bertha  Crocker,  of  Lake  Placid, 
New  York,-  and  members  :  of  her  party. 
Other  passengers  are  Mrs.  A.  Leland 
Gamblhossl  -and  Miss  ..Oamblnoosl.  ot 
San  Francisco,  and- eighteen  nuns,  on 
their  way  to  Rome  from  Montreal.

Russian  Forces,  Compelled  to 
Retire  Beyond  Rovno-Petro- 
grad  Railway,  Are  Offering 
Vigorous  Resistance. 


NO  DOUBT  OF  BIG 


SUCCESS  ON  SERETH 


Operations  on  West  Front 
Marked  by  Continuance  of 
Great  Artillery  Duels— All 
German  Attacks  Repulsed. 


LONDON.  Sept.  1 3.— By  one  of  those 
battering  offensives  which,  although 
costly  In  men  and  munitions,  huve  In- 
variably been  successful,  Field  Marshal 
von  Hlndenburg's  army  has  at  last  set 
foot  on  the  Itovno-Petrugrad  Railway 
between  Vllna  and  Dvinsk.  The  whole. 
Austro-German  rorces  have  been  striv- 
ing to  gain  this  railway  since  the  Fall 
or  the  Warsaw  rortresses. 

The  offensive,  which  began  toward  the 
end  of  last  week,  was  carried  on  from 
three  directions  upon  Dvinsk  and  tho 
railway  on  either  side  of  tho  town, 
while  further  south,  the  Invaders  ad- 
vanced toward  Vllna.  The  Russians,  be- 
fore superior  forcea  supplied  with  tho 
usual  maas  or  artillery,  were  yesterday 
forced  back  to  the  lake  district  which 
the  railway  penetrates,  and  are  now 
making  a  stand  there. 

Simultaneously,  the  Germans  pushed 
their  way  eastward  towards  Slonlm  and 
Pinsk,  both  or  which  are  on  roads  which 
Join  the  main  railway  line,  while  tho 
Austrians,  with  whom  there  are  many 
German  units,  are  flghting  hard  to  reach 
Rovno.  the  southern  terminus  of  the  line. 
Turther  Betlrsment 

With  this  railway  partly  fn  the  hands 
or  the  Germans,  It  Is  probable  that  tho 
Russians  will  be  compelled  to  make  a 
rurther  retirement,  although  their  offen- 
sive In  Galicia,  which  continues,  might 
save  them  by  compelling  the  Germans 
to  send   reinforcements  to  this  region. 

There  Is  no  doubt  now  of  Russian  suc- 
cess In  this  district,  as,  rollowing  the 
Austrian  admission  or  their  retirement, 
the  Germans  tonight  announce  that,  af- 
ter repulsing  Russian  attacks,  they  oc- 
cupied "a  favorable  position  sltuatod 
some  kilometres  west  of  our  former 
position.4' 

The  conditions  under  which  the  troops 
are  flghting  in  the  marshy  country  in 
the  centre  and  on  the  southern  end  of 
the,  line  are  described  by  German  cor- 
respondents as  moist  terrible.  The  coun- 
try Is  virtually  under  water, <-,  through 
which  the  Austro-Oermans  have  to  ad- 
vance against  well-prepared  Rnsslan 
positions.  The  eastern  bank  of  the 
river  Sereth,  from  which  the  Russians 
are  delivering  their  counter-attacks,  is 
a  veritable  fortress,  from  which  the  Rus- 
sians emerge  every  time  their  opponent? 
approach,  taking  heavy  loll  of  them  In 
killed,  wounded,  and  prisoners.  Ac- 
cording to  tire  Russian  accounts,  nearly 
30,000  prisoners  have  been  taken  In  the 
flghting  along  this  river. 

Artillery  Duel  Continues 

The  operations  in  the  west  are  marked 
by  the  continuance  of  the  great  battle 
from  Belgium  to  the  Argonne.  A  duel 
between  guns  of  all  calibres  along  the 
entire  front  now  has  been  going  on  for 
nearly  three  weeks,  and  during  the  week- 
end has  been  particularly  violent  around 
Arras,   in  the  Argonne  and  Champagne. 

At  several  points  the  •Germans,  after  a 
heavy  bombardment,  attempted  to  storm 
the  advanced  trenclifs  of  the  Allies,  but 
the  French  reports  say  that  these  at- 
tscks  all  .fulled.  Planting  of  a  some- 
what similar  character  Is  proceeding 
along   the   A  us  tro- Italian    frontier. 

The  session  or  the  British  Parliament 
which  opens  on  Tuesdsy  will  be  chiefly 
occupied  In  srrsnglng  to  finance  the  war. 
It  will  include  the  levy  of  new  taxes. 
However,  under  the  British  system 
whereby  ministers  can  be  questioned  snd 
debates  rslsed,  many  other  matters  will 
be,  discussed.  Compulsory  service  Is  cer- 
tain to  come  In  for  consideration,  and 
It  Is  said  the  Cabinet  is  divided.

LONDON,  Sept  13.— A  dispatch  to 
Renter's  Telegrsm  Company  from  Mui- 
den,  Holland,  says: 

"The  steamer  Pomona  reports  that 
10  o'clock  yesterday  morning  It  wit- 
nessed the  sinking  of  a  British  steamer 
which  was  flying  the  signals  ot  the  Bel- 
gian Relief  Commission.

James  Archibald  Says  He  Was 
Entirely  Ignorant  of  Pur- 
port of  Dispatch  Carried  to 
Vienna, 


CHICAGO,  Sept.  13.— The  Herald 
state*  It  has  received  the  following: 

•Ialmouth,  J£ng:.  on  board  tJ8.  Rot- 
terdam. 
"To  the  editor  of  The  Chicago  Herald: 
"In  response  to  your  cablegram  ask- 
ing for  a  statement  regarding  my  con- 
nection witb  the  Dumba  letter,  1  have 
thin   to  say: 

"The  letter  from  Ambassador  Dumba 
to  the  Austriau  Minister  of  Ferelgn  Af- 
fairs was  given  to  me  at  the  foot  of  the 
gangplank  at  the  moment  of  sailing  by 
Dr.  Dumba  h  secretary,  who  asked  me 
to  deliver  it.  I  thought  it  merely  was 
some  suggestion  to  Minister  Burian  aa 
to  granting  me  privileges  at  the  front. 
"There  was  absolutely  no  secrecy  or 
suggestion  of  the  letter's  importance.  I 
had  absolutely  no  idea  whatever  of  Its 
contents.  Nor  did  I  know  what  the  real 
trouble  was  until  I  read  It  in  the 
papers. 

"I  do  not  think  Dumba  thought  of 
the  serious  position  it  would  put  me 
In.  He  already  had  given  me  several 
letters  of  identification.  He  probably 
thought  that  it  merely  was  a  chance 
to  deliver  a  note  quickly  and  directly. 

••The  fact  that  I  did  not  hide  the 
letter,  which  would  have  been  perfect- 
ly ea«y.  should  prove  I  was  unaware  of 
Its  Importance. 

"I  can  say  truthfully  that  I  was  ab- 
solutely In  no  way  a  messenger  In  any 
sense — except  as  nearly  every  traveling 
man  when  nailing'  accepts  a  note  or 
trifle  to  be  delivered   or  mailed. 

"When  I  left  Berlin  last  Spring  I  car- 
ried letters  and  packages  for  Ambas- 
sador and  Mrs.  Gerard  and  several  at- 
taches In  exactly  the  same  friendly 
spirit.  I  had  asked  others  not  to  send 
anything  important,  but  to  this  Dumba 
letter,  coming  at  the  last  moment,  I 
did  not  give  any  special  thought,  as  It 
was  handed  to  me  In  such  a  very  casual 
manner. 

(Signed)  ".TAMKS  F.  J.  ARCHIBALD." 
WASHINGTON.  Sept.  13.— That  Presi- 
dent Wilson  has  ordered  the  Department 
of  Justice  to  spare  no  effort  in  the 
prosecution  of  James  F.  J.  Archibald, 
the  San  Francises  war  correspondent, 
to  whom  Dr.  Dumba.  Austro-Hungarian 
Ambassador  to  the  United  States,  en- 
trusted the  now  famous  letter  which 
led  to  the  President  demanding  the  re- 
call of  Dumba,  became  known  here  to- 
day. 

The  President  is  determined  to  stop 
further  misuse  of  American  passports, 
and  will  seek  to  make  Archibald  an 
example.  If  the  laws  governing  such 
cases  so  provide,  a  long  term  of  Im- 
prisonment will  be  asked.

BALTIMORE.  Md ..  Sept.  13.— Al  the 
closing  exercises  tonight  of  the  fif- 
teenth annual  German  day  celebration  at 
a  suburban  resort  a  resolution  denounc- 
ing England  was  road  to  more  than 
30.000  persons  and  unanimously  adopted. 

The  gathering,  which  was  under  the 
auapices  of  the  Independent  CltUenH" 
Union  of  Maryland,  was  addressed  *<y 
Dr.  C.  J.  Ilexamer.  of  *  Philadelphia. 
President  of  the  National  German-Am- 
•rican  Alliance,  who  Introduced  the  re- 
solution. Copies  will  be  forwarded  to 
President  Wilson  and  Secretary  of  State 
Lansing. 

The  resolution  declares  In  subsUnce 
that  a  "nefarious  plot"  Is  being  formu- 
lated to  rob  the  American  people  of 
their  savings  deposited  in  banks  for  the 
development  of  American  Industries  and 
to  hand  these  funds  over  to  England 
to  enable  her  to  continue  the  war.  "to 
control  the  commerce  of  the  world  for 
all   time." 

"Be  It  resolved,"  the  resolution  reads. 
"That  we.  30,000  true  Americans  today 
assembled  to  observe  the  101st  anniver- 
sary of  the  American  victory  over  the 
British  at  Baltimore,  do  solemnly  de- 
clare our  abhorrence  of  the  unpatriotic 
and  pro-British  scheme,  and  we  earnest- 
ly call  upon  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
thwart   this  evil  conspiracy."

OTTAWA,  Ont.,  Sept.  13.— Sir  Robert 
Borden  declared  the  Central  Exhibition 
open  today  at  the  directors'  luncheon. 
His  speech  was  a  direct  appeal  for  more 
production.  He  .declared  that  If  the 
farmers  of  Canada  did  their  duty  and 
were  alive  to  their  possibilities  there 
would  be  no  fear  for  the  future. 

The  transportation  of  troops,  a  prob- 
lem which  has  caused  considerable 
trouble  In  the"  past,  he  declared,  has 
been  satisfactorily  solved  and  Its  solu- 
tion paves  tin-  way  for  Canada  supply- 
ing the  Mother  Country  with  necessi- 
ties. The  prospects  for  a  record-break- 
ing harvest  placed  Canada  in  a  position 
where  she  could  supply  the  Allies  with 
foodstuffs  and  other  essentials. 

"The  only  thing  which  remains  Is 
that  Canadians  generally  will  realise  the 
enormity  of  the  task  before  them  and 
will  realize  their  duty.  If  this  is  done 
there  can  be  only  one  conclusion  to  the 
war,  a  victorious  and  honorable  peace." 
declared  the  Premier. 

Preparation  he  declared,  was  an  es- 
sential to  success.  The  great  prepared- 
ness of  Germany  had  forced  the  grudg- 
ing admiration  of  Its  foes.  Adequate 
measures  must  be  taken  In  the  future, 
and  it  was  necessary  that  citizens 
should  be  aroused.  The  agricultural  in- 
terests must  be  preserved  and  their  ef- 
lort8  would  tend  towards  solving  the 
problem   in   a   great   measure. 

The  example  of  France  was  held  as 
worthy  of  emulation.  Sir  Robert  de- 
clared that  he  had  witnessed  fields  be- 
ing tilled,  even  to  the  line  of  trenches, 
by  women,  old  men  and  children. 

"The  French  people  are  realising  to 
the  fullest  measure  the  Btrugglc  they 
arc  engaged  in  and  are  making  every 
provision  to  meet  it.  This  spirit  should 
also  be  shown  by  Canadians,"  declared 
Sir  Robert. 

In  conclusion  he  declared  that,  with 
the  full  realization  of  the  .stupendous 
task  and  the  determination  which  is 
being  shown  by  the  co-operation  of  In- 
dustries, and  particularly  of  the  agri- 
cultural bodies,  there  could  l>e  only  an 
nonorable  Issue  from  the  war. 

We  also  appealed  for  good  roads  and 
pointed  out  the  urgent  necessity  along 
that  line. 

The  Hon.  Martin  Uurrell,  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  .spoke  In  a  similar  vein. 


ATHENS,  Sept.   13 It  is  reported  in 

diplomatic  circles  here  that  there  has 
been  a  heavy  mobilization  of  Roumanian 
troops,  including  several  regiments  of 
cavalry,  to  face  an  unexpected  concen- 
tration of  Austrlans,  which  Is  directed 
presumably   against   Roumania. 

Railroad  traffic  in  northwestern  Rou- 
mania is  declared  to  be  suspended  in 
favor  of  the  troops  movements.  All 
horses  have  been  requisitioned.  The 
second  series  of  reserves  are  now  with 
the  colors.  It  is  asserted  that  the 
Austro-German  explanation  Is  that  the 
concentration  Is  directed  towards  the 
supposition  of  espionage  In  Transyl- 
vania, but  that  this  statement  is  not 
taken  seriously. 

SOFIA,  Bulgaria.  Sept.  11.— (Delayed 
in  transmission) — Premier  Radoslavoft* 
continues  in  close  touch  with  the  Min- 
isters of  the  Triple  Entente  Allies.  He 
has  informed  them  that  Bulgaria  has 
assumed  no  political  obligation  with 
Turkey  or  the  Centrtal  Powers  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  cession  by  Turkey  of  ter- 
ritory to  Bulgaria. 

Denial  Is  given  here  to  the  report 
tbat  the  Ministers  of  the  Entente  Al- 
lies have  made  pew  proposals  to  Bul- 
garia. It  is  stated  that  the  Entente 
Governments  are  still  working  with 
Serbia  to  secure  a  satisfactory  answer 
to  their  demands  that  Serbia  cede  to 
Bulgaria  the  territory  desired  by  the 
latter  country. 

German  Military  Attache  Major  von 
Der  Goltz  Is  leaving  his  post.  He  will 
be  replaced  by  General  von  Loscow, 
who  formerly  was  attached  to  the  lega- 
tion. It  Is  stated  that  Baron  von  Der 
Goltz  Is  leaving  voluntarily. 
Position   of   Greece 

The  statement  was  made  in  Govern- 
ment circles  here  today  that  the  rea- 
son urged  by  Greece  why  the  MonaBtlr 
dlstrict  of  Southern  Serbia  should  not 
be  ceded  to  Bulgaria,  (because  Greece 
and  Serbia  desire  to  have  a  common 
border)  was  not  the  real  reason  for 
Greece's  attitude,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
no  strategic  elements  would  be  Involved 
by   this  cession. 

The  real  object.  It  was  asserted,  was 
an  understanding  between  Greece  and 
Serbia  that  they  should  prevent  con- 
tact between  Bulgaria  and  Albania  and 
make  Albania  the  common  prey  of 
Greece  and   Serbia. 

If  Albania  were  allowed  contact  with 
Bulgaria,  It  was  added,  the  latter  coun- 
try would.  In  the  Interest  of  her  na- 
tional principle,  work  for  the  independ- 
ence of  Albania,  which  would  be  dis- 
tasteful   to    Greece   and    Serbia. 

The  Bulgarian  Government  has  called 
to  the  colors  the  Macedonian  legion*, 
for  a  training  period  of  forty-five  days. 
The  training  will  begin  on  September 
17. 


NEW  YORK.  Sept.  13.— The  Anglo- 
French  financial  commission,  seeking  a 
loan  of  9500.000,000  to  tl.000.000,000. 
made  a  radical  departure  lata  today  in 
Us  policy  of  having  interested  Amer- 
ican financiers  call  upon  them  at  their 
headquarters  and  present  their  views. 
The  commission  went  to  Mr.  James  J. 
Hill,  the  dominant  railway  and  commer- 
cial factor  of  the  Northwest,  instead  of 
waiting  for  Mr.   Hill   to  come  to  them. 

Sir  Henry  Babington  Smith,  a  mem- 
ber' of  the  commission,  waa  the  dele- 
gate who  called  on  Mr.  Hill  in  the  com- 
mission's behalf. 

sir  Henry  came  unattended  to  the 
Nassau  Street  building,  where  Mr.  Hill 
has  his  private  office  aa  chairman  of 
the  Great  Northern  Railway,  when  be 
is  in  New  York.  No  other  American 
has  been  so  honored  thus  far,  hereto- 
fore the  commission  has  received  Amer- 
ican financiers  at  Its  headquarters. 
Upon  the  afternoon  of  their  arrival 
they  were  tendered  a  reception  by  Mr. 
J.  P.  Morgan,  where  they  met  a  large 
number  of  bank  and  trust  company  pres- 
idents, insurance  company  officials  and 
railway  officers.  A  number  of  the  finan- 
ciers whom  they  thus  met  have  called 
upon  the  commission. 

Mr.  Hill  was  quoted  today  as  the 
commission's  champion  In  the  North- 
west, provided  that  the  loan  should 
cover  exportatlons  of  wheat.  He  be- 
lieved that  the  success  of  the  commis- 
sion of  floating  a  mammoth  credit  loan 
here  was  ot  more  vital  interest  to 
Americans,  especially  the  great  wheat 
growing  section  of  the  Northwest,  than 
to  Oreat  Britain  and  France,  which 
could  buy  wheat,  if  necessary,  in  other 
markets. 

if  the  loan  were  not  made.  Mr.  Hill 
said,  there  was  danger  that  the  wheat 
growers  would  find  themselves  In  the 
position  of  raising  the  greatest  crop  In 
the  history  of  the  country  and  having 
400,000,000  bushels  of  it  left  over  with- 
out a  market. 


ST.  PAUL.  Sept.  13.— James  J.  Hill 
will  arrive  In  New  York  today  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  financial  arrangement 
whereby  a  loan  of  from  $500,000,000  to 
9  1,000,000,000  will  be  made  to  the  Al- 
lied Governments.  He  will  Insist  that 
the  loan  be  made. 

Mr.  Hill  left  hurriedly,  accompanied 
by  M.  R.  Brown,  his  confidential  sec- 
retary. He  will  lay  before  the  meeting 
data  showing  that  If  the  loan  is  not 
made,  commerce  will  be  paralysed  and 
the  United  States'  surplus  crop  use- 
less.

a  colossal  liar.  And  this  Is  the  nation 
which  had  the  brazen  effrontery  to 
suggest  submitting  its  case  to  The 
Hague,  with  the  characteristic  Impu- 
dent proviso  that  any  conclusion 
reached  by  that  tribunal  Is  to  have  no 
binding  force.  It  is  as  If  a  condemned 
murderer  were  to  claim  that  his  crime 
should  be  submitted  to  arbitration  on 
the  distinct  understanding  that  he 
should  not  be  hanged  in  the  event  of  a 
verdict   of  guilty." 

The  Dally  Express  says: 
"The  Germans  lied  about  the  Lusi- 
tanla  and  now  they  have  lied  about  the 
Arabic.  If  the  United  States  chooses 
to  pay  any  attention  to  this  latest  and 
most  obvious  invention,  she  will  be 
merely  Inviting  them  to  indulge  In 
further  crimes  and  the  consequent 
ttanBparcnt  falsehoods.  Washington, 
however,  does  at  last  appear  to  be  los- 
ing   Its   patience." 

The  Daily  News  says  of  the  situa- 
tion confronting  the  United   States: 

"America  is  confronted  not  merely 
v.ith  a  relapse  of  the  whole  situation

Capt,  von  Papen,  of  German 
Embassy,  Will  Probably  Re- 
turn to  Germany  Owing  to 
Improper  Conduct, 


POLICE  AT  BAY 


Bandit  Defended  Himself  in 
Lodging  House  for  Six  Hours 
Against  Sixty  Police— Died 
by  His  Own  Hand. 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  Sept.  1*3.—  A  thrill- 
inB  six-hour  battle  between  sixty  police 
and  George  Nelson,  twenty-live  years  old, 
wanted  for  complicity  In  the  robbery 
last  month  of  a  Los  Angeles  bank,  ended 
at  dawn  yesterday,  when  Nelsons  bullet- 
riddled  body  was  found  stretched  on  a 
cot  In  a  rooming  house.  He  had  ended 
his  own  life  by  sending  a  bullet  through 
his  head.  The  house  where  the  bandit 
successfully  held  the  police  at  bay  since 
before  midnight  is  In  a  populous  resi- 
dential district. 

Hugh  MacUeth.  a  Iod«cr,  who  at- 
tempted to  escape  from  the  building 
when  the  battle  between  the  bandit  and 
police  began;  was  shot  twice  through  the 
head,  probably  fatally,  by  the  cross  fire. 
Policeman  Peter  Hammond  was  shot 
through  the  arm  and  legs  by  Nelson. 

All  night  long  the  police  directed  an 
intermittent  Are  Into  Nelson's  room  from 
■  n  upper  window  in  the  home  of  Bishop 
Edwin  H.  Hughes,  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  across  the  street,  and 
from  adjacent  windows  and  housetops. 

A  powerful  searchlight  was  placed  In 
the  window  of  a  dwelling  across  the 
street  directly  facing  the  bandit's  room, 
and  by  Its  glare  the  police  directed  their 
fire.  Shot  (tuns,  repeating  rltles  and  re- 
volvers were  used,  and  hardly  a  square 
Inch  of  Nelson's  room  escaped  the  bul- 
lets. 

Shortly  before  four  o'clock  Nelson  fifed 
a  single  shot,  and  the  efforts  of  the 
police  to  brtnjr  ■  further  response  were 
futile,  although  a  score  or  more  shots 
wero  sent  Into  the  room. 

Door  Buret  Open 
With  the  coming  of  daybreak  the  ottl- 
ccrs  entered  the  building  Trom  the  rear 
and  side  entrances,  and  Joined  two  of 
their  fellow  police  who  had  been  Inside 
all  night  and  who  had  been  unable  to 
get  out  or  locate  definitely  Nelson's 
position  in  the  room.  Repeated  requests 
to  the  bandit  to  surrender  brought  no 
reply,  and  then  the  police  burst  through 
the  door. 

Nelson  had  been  dead  more  than  two 
hours.  Three  automatic  revolvers  and  a 
quantity  of  ammunition  lay  on  tha  table 
near  the  body.  The  floor  was  littered 
with  glass  and  splinters  of  wood,  and 
the   walls   were  riddled   with   shot. 

Four  hundred  dollars  was  found  among 
Nelson's  belongings,  a  part  of  the  loot. 
It  was  said,  from  the  Los  Angeles  bank. 
Several  times  during  the  night  Nelson 
strove  vainly  to  shoot  out  the  police 
searchlight,  whofe  dazzling  rays  swept 
his  room.  Thousands  of  spectators,  in- 
cluding hundreds  of  women,  crowded  the 
streets  and  watched  until  the  end  the 
progress  of  the  battle.

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  13.— There  is 
reason  to  believe  that  at  a  conference 
to  be  held  today  at  the  State  Depart- 
ment between  Secretary  Lansing  and 
Count  von  Bernstorff,  the  German  Am- 
bassador, an  arrangement  will  be  made 
under  which  the  United  States  will  en- 
deavor to  obtain  safe  conduct  from 
this  country  to  Germany  for  Capt. 
Franz  von  Papen,  the  military  attache 
of  the  German  embassy.  The  expected 
return  of  Captain  von  Papen  to  his  oven 
country  will  be  the  outcome  of  the 
mention  of  his  name  in  the  letter  which 
Dr.  Dimiliii,  the  Austro-Hungarlan  Am- 
bassador, sent  to  Count  Burlan,  the 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  at  Vienna, 
proposing  a  scheme  for  crippling  muni- 
tion  plants   In   the   United   States. 

No  formal  request  for  the  wlthdrawel 
of  Cam.  von  Papen  from  the  German 
embassy  staff  and  from  the  United 
States  has  been  made  by  the  State  De- 
partment, but  It  is  gathered  that  there 
tins  been  communication  on  the  subject 
of  his  knowledge  of  Ambassador 
Dumba'*  scheme  between  the  State  De- 
partment and  the  German  embassy.  On 
the  fact  of  the  expected  arrangement, 
Captain  von  Papen  will  merely  leave 
the  United  States  on  leave  of  absence 
and  will  not  formally  sever  his  embassy 
connection.  He  will  not  return  to  the 
embassy  however,  unless  the  administra- 
tion should  radically  revise  Its  views 
with  respect  to  the  Improper  conduct  of 
those  who  conferred  with  Ambassador 
Dumba  concerning  the  plan  to  produce 
strikes   In   the   munition   factories. 

Capt.  von  Papen  Is  an  officer  of  the 
German  army,  and  as  such  subject  to 
military  service  in  the  present  war. 
Safe  conduct  for  his  return  across  the 
ocean  to  Germany  could  be  obtained 
only  by  the  grace  of  the  governments 
of  Great  Britain  and  France,  and  per- 
haps of  Italy  in  addition. 

It  would  be  contrary  to  good  military 
policy  of  the  Kntente  Allies  to  permit 
a  German  officer  to  join  the  colors  if  the 
Joining  could  be  prevented,  but  It  is 
felt  that  In  von  Papen's  case  the  gov- 
ernments at  London  and  Paris  may  feel 
that  their  act  of  grace  would  not  be 
entirely    without    compensation. 


MORE  WAR  ORDERS 

Sir  Ri&ard  McBride  Hopes 
That  Grievance  Felt  by  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Will  Be  Fully 
Remedied. 


Sir  Richard  McBride  yesterday  direct- 
ed attention  to  a  letter  from  Sir  George  . 
E.  Footer,  Minister  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce. In  which  the  Minister,  replying 
to  a  message  from  the  president  of  the 
British  Columbia  Consumers'  League, 
deals  with  the  matter  of  British  Colum- 
bia'* grievance  at  not  receiving  a  large 
share  of  the  war  contracts  placed  In 
Canada.     The  letter  reads  as  follows: 

"Your  letter  of  August  20  came  into 
my  hands  as  Acting  Prime  Minister  and 
waa  referred  by  me  to  the  Department 
of  Militia.  The  Department  assures  me 
that  special  consideration  has  been  giv- 
en to  manufacturers  and  others  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  in  the  matter  of  the  equip- 
ment of  our  forces,  and  at  the  instance 
of  Sir  Richard  McBride  and  others  spe- 
cial effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  such 
equipment  as  can  be  furnished  by  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  We  all  acknowledge  with 
due  recognition  and  gratitude  the  splen- 
did answer  given  by  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  and  the  Western 
Prairie  Provinces  to  the  call  for  men, 
and  have  been  desirous  of  placing  In 
the  way  of  western  producers  all  ouch 
supplies  as  have  been  needed  for  local 
use  for  these  troops,  and  have  also  en- 
deavored to  do  so  in  so  far  as  these 
could  be  provided  In  these  Provinces.  In 
addition  to  this  the  Government  has 
also  endeavored  to  give  to  the  Western 
Provinces  a  portion  of  such  contracts  as 
have  been  placed  in  our  hands  from  the 
British  and  Allied  Governments  and  as 
could  be  filled  therein. 

"I  am  sorry  if  there  is,  as  Tou  nay,  a 
strong  feeling  of  resentment  (that  fair 
play  has  not  been  extended  to  British 
Columbia  in  these  matters  and  venture 
to  hope  that,  taking  Into  consideration 
geographical  and  other  difficulties,  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  whole  will 
tend  to  relieve  that  impression. 
"Yours  slcerely, 
"GEORGE  B.  FOSTER." 
Sir  Richard  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  explanations  made  by  the  Minister 
in  respect  to  the  small  supply  of  orders 
placed  with  British  Columbia  firms  thus 
far  would  be  adjudged  reasonable  by  all 
fair-minded  men,  and  he  was  hopeful 
that  as  a  result  of  steps  which  are  now 
under  way  to  secure  further  Information 
as  to  the  capacity  of  Provincial  Indus- 
tries to  engage  in  the  manufacture  of 
war  supplies,  the  grievance  of  which 
the  Province  complains  will  be  fully 
remedied  in  the  near  future. 


PRINCE  GEORGE'S  OUTLOOK 

Citizens  Are  Optimistic  as  to  Future  of 

Their  City — improvements  Are 

Undertaken 

VANCOUVER.  B.  C,  Sept.  13.— Prince 
George  is  looking  with  optimism  to- 
ward the  future  and  the  people  are  go- 
ing ahead  with  civic  developments,  de- 
clared Mr.  E.  E.  Phair,  proprietor  of  the 
Prince  George  Hotel,  who  is  here  on  a 
business   trip. 

"The  City  of  Prince  George  has  re- 
cently passed  by-laws  to  authorize  the 
sale  of  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $150,000 
for  the  erection  of  water  works  plant, 
a  Are  hall  and  to  make  other  Improve- 
ments, such  as  paving  streets  and  build- 
ing sewers.  There  has  Just  been  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  approximately  33,500 
a  temporary  fire  fighting  system.  Three 
large  water  tanks  have  been  erected  be- 
low the  surface  in  different  parts  of  the 
town,  which*  are  .about  25  feet*  square 
and  hold  a  depth  of  about  30  feet  of 
water.  A  gasoline  fire  engine  Is  now 
on  the  way  from  Woodstock,  Ontario, 
which  will  force  the  water  through  the 
hose  lines  in  the  event  of  fire. 

"A  good  many  people  have  left  Prince 
George  during  the  past  year  through 
the  call  for  troops  and  for  other  rea- 
sons What  the  town  Is  anxiously 
waiting  for  Is  the  completion  of  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern  That  will  give 
us  direct  communication  with  the  Coast. 
Grading  on  the  road  Is  already  complet- 
ed as  far  as  Prince  George.  It  only  re- 
mains to  build  the  bridges  and  lay  the 
steel   to  have  the  road  completed. 

"This  year  Prince  George  will  hold  its 
first  agricultural  fair  from  September 
17  to  19.  Exhibits  of  stock  and  farm 
products  and  sports  of  various  kinds 
will  be  on  the  programme."

KELOWNA,  B.C..  Sept.  IS. — One  of 
the  greatest  needs  which  has  been  felt 
by  the  fruit  growers  and  shippers  of 
this  district  for  some  time  past  Is  a 
way  In  which  the  large  accumulation  of 
surplus  and  cull  apples  and  other  fruit 
can  be  disposed  of  commercially  and 
made  a  source  of  revenue  Instead  of  a 
huge  waste.  This  need  Is  to  he  supplied 
within  the  next  few  weeks  by  the  es- 
tablishment of  an  evaporating  and  de- 
hydrating plant.  In  fact,  operations 
haye  already  been  commenced  upon  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  building. 


ST.  PAUL,  Minn.,  Sept.  18.— Acting 
under  orders  received  today  from  Dr. 
Uuinua,  the  Austrian  Ambassador, 
whose  recall  has  been  requested  by 
President  Wilson,  the  consul  In  Minne- 
sota for  Austria-Hungary  today  Issued 
a  proclamation  to  Austro-Hungarlans  In 
this  consular  district  worded  as  simi- 
lar proclamations  from  the  Austrian 
Embassy  in  Wasnington  which  figure  In 
the  strained  relations  growing  out  of 
the  acts  of  Dr.  Dumba  in  the  United 
States.  The  consul  presents  the  proc- 
lamation as  follows: 

"Otncial  publication:  Acting  on  high- 
er orders,  the  Imperial  and  Royal 
Austro-Hungarian  Embassy  herewith 
notifies  all  Austro-Hungarlan  citizens, 
as  well  as  all  citizens  of  Bosnia  and 
Herzegovina,  that,  according  to  Section 
Iff  of  the  Austro-Hungarlan  military 
penal  code,  they  arc  committing  a  crime 
against  the  military  forces  of  their 
country  if  they  are  working  in  plants 
which  are  manufacturing  arms  and  am- 
munition for  the  enemies  of  their 
fatherland.  This  crime  Is  punishable 
by  imprisonment  from  ten  to  twenty 
years,  and,  under  aggravating  circum- 
stances, even  by  the  death  penalty.  On 
their  return  to  their  native  country 
they  are  exposing  themselves  to 'the  full 
severity  of  this  law." 

Mr.  Prochnlk  says  this  proclamation 
is  to  be  published  In  pamphlet  form  and 
In  Slavonian.  Austrian,  Polish  and  Ger- 
man papers  in  this  ulstrict  under  the 
St.  Paul  consulate  by  direction  of  Am- 
bassador Dumba.

STOCKHOLM.  Sweden,  Sept.  13.— Pro- 
fessor Gustav  Stefen,  Oscar  Jerte,  and 
Engve  Larssen,  three  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  Socialist  party,  were  ex- 
pelled today  from  the  party  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Stockhol  mSo- 
clallst  Commune  on  the  ground  that 
they  were  co-authors  of  the  so-called 
war  book. 

This  war  book,  which  was  published 
two  months  sgo,  strongly  advocated 
Sweden's  participation  in  the  war  on 
the  side  of  Germany,  and  has  been  the 
most  widely  distributed  publication  In 
Sweden  since  the  war  began.  It  pre- 
sented an  elaborate  argument  showing 
that  for  historical  reasons  that  It  was 
Sweden's   duty   to  fight  against   Russia. 

Although  known  that  the.  book  was 
written  by  five  men,  the  names  were 
not  given  and  the  anonymity  caused 
endless  speculation.  The  discovery  that 
part  of  the  text  was  the  product  of 
members  of  the  Socialist  party,  which 
'favors  the  entente  powers,  .has  caused 
a  sensation. 

It  Is  expected  that  the  resolution  ex- 
pelling the  authors  will  be  confirmed  by 
the  committee  of  the  whole  party  at  a 
meeting  next   week.

Census  and  Statistics  Office 
Issue  Instructive  Compari- 
son of  This  Year's  Yield 
With  Former  Seasons, 


OTTAWA.  Ont.,  Sept.  13.— In  a  bulle- 
tin Issued  today  the  Census  and  Sta- 
tistics Office  publishes  its  annual  pre- 
liminary estimate  of  the  production  In 
Canada  of  the  principal  irraln  crops: 
wheat,  oats,  rye,  barley  and.  flax  seed, 
as  well  as  a  report  on  the.  condition  of 
all  held  crops  at  the  end  of  August. 

The  preliminary  estimates,  of  this 
yesr's  wheat  crop  in  Canada  Is  a  total 
of  308.8.1M00  bushels  from  12.98l.40tf 
acres,  representing-  sn  average  yield 
per  sere  of  23.78  bushels.

The  average  of  yield  also  constitut- 
ing records  previously  attained  for  the 
Canadian  oat  crops  is  shown,  barley  is 
placed  at  5 !.«&.'.. 000  bushels  .from  1,903.- 
000  acres  and  the  average  per  acre  is 
24.22  bnshels. 

Bcvieed  Isaac  of  Yield 

A  revised  Issue  of  yield  will  be  pub- 
lished in  October  snd  final  estimate 
after  the  completion  of  threshing  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  A  notable  feature 
of  past  growing  seasons  has  been  'the 
steady  maintenance  from  month  to 
month  of  high  figures  indicating  the 
most   favorable  conditions. 

from  May  31  to  August  31.  the  fig- 
ures for  wheat,  oats,  barley  and  rye 
have  been  maintained  at  over  94)  per 
cent  of  the  standard,  representing  a 
mil  crop.  Tor  the  whole  of  Canada 
the  figures  of  condition  on  Augost  21 
also  exceeded  90  per  cent.  For  mixed 
grains  they  were  90  per  cent  for  peas, 
beans,  buckwheat,  flaxseed  and  root 
aad  fodder  crepe,  and  were  below  that 
per  cent  only  for  corn  for  husking  and 
hay  and  clover,  11  per  coat.

Of      Anglo-French      TlnsaciaJ 
Commissi  on    Slay    TlsU    Capital 


TORONTO,  Sept  1J.— Hon.  W.  f. 
White.  Minister  of  Finance,  was  In  To- 
ronto today,  having  come  from  New 
York,  where  lie  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  Anglo-French  commission,  of  which 
Lord  Heading  Is  chairman.  Canada.  h« 
said,  would  not  take  part  In  the  New 
fork  negotiations,  which  would  be  .11- 
rectly  between  the  commission  and  the 
.New  York  financier*  aa  to  the  best 
means  to  regulate  exchange,  between 
New  York  and  London  and  Paris  In 
order  that  the  commerce  and  Industrie* 
of  the  three  countries  might  suffer  aa 
little  as  possible  during  the  period  it 
the  war.  The  problem  waa  vast  and 
complicated  and  no  doubt  would  require 
some  time  for  solution. 

As  Canada  Is  vitally  Interested  In  the 
matter  of  sterling  exchange.  Mr.  White, 
en  behalf  of  the  Government,  taw  **> 
tended  aa  Invitation  to  tha  commission 
to  visit  Ottawa  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing with  Government  and  Canadian 
■nanelers  the  prewtom  la  ao  far  as  it 
tela  tee  to  Canada.  While  he  haw  net 
received  a  desssMe  answer,  the  Minister 
believes  the  commission  wilt  accept  the 
invitation   and    visit   Canada   before   lie 
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Thta  is  the  410th  day  of  the  war. 

As  far  as  the  dispatches  go.  the  chief 
Interact  In  the  war  centres  now  in  the 
Wca^..  in  the  vector  of  Arraa  great  ac- 
tivity prevails  and  there  has  been  sev- 
ere fashting,  but  no  definite  results  are 
reported.  The  German  offensive  in  the 
Argonne  aeema  to  have  failed.  While 
thiK  ija»  not  been  definitely  stated,  the 
rumor  that  the  Crown  Prince  Is  to  bo 
relieved  of  hla  command  Indicates  that 
in  some  quartera  the  repulse  of  hla 
recent  attack  was  more  serious  than 
the  aispatchen  indicated.  Violent  bom- 
bardment of  Embermennil  by  the  French 
la  reported.  This  town  ia  a.  short  dis- 
tance within  the  French,  border  and  on 
•  'railway  from  Haarburg,  which  was 
bombarded  by  French  aviatora  last 
week.  We  judge  from  inspection  of  the 
map  that  this  railway  in  an  Important 
line  or  communication  for  the  Ger- 
mans. 

The, Teutonic  allies  claim  to  be  mak- 
ing progress  against  Russia  everywhere 
except  In  Gal i da,  where  the  Russians 
seem  to  have  scored  a  third  victory. 

There  was  no  news  yesterday  from 
the  Dardanelles  or  Italy. 

•Mr.  W.  J.  Bryan  thinks  a  credit  ought 
not  to  be  established  in  the  United 
States  by  the  Allies.  What  Mr.  Bryan 
does  not  know  about  the  manner  in 
which  commerce  is  carried  on  would 
make  an  admirable  treatise  on  that 
subject.

The  Frovinclal  Government  felt 
unable  to  adopt  the  auggeation  made 
by  a  local  organization  to  glvu  work 
to  those  needing  it  by,  employing  them 
In  cultivating  certain  unutilized  areas 
and  paying  them  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  a 
day.  The  suggestion  commended  ltscir 
to  many  people,  but  after  learning  the 
arguments  advanced  In  its  favor.  Thu 
Colonist  felt  unable  to  agree  that  U 
presented  a  feasible  solution  of  the 
problem  of  the  unemployed  and  ho 
stated:  at  the  time  the  case  was  pre- 
sented to  the  government.  The  plan 
Was  well  intended,  and  none  of  those 
who  advocated  it  had  any  personal  end 
to  serve.  They  were  influenced  by  a 
conviction  that  something  ought  to  be 
done  for  the  men  out  of  work,  and  they 
honestly  believed  they  had  devised  a 
good  method  of  doing  so.  There  was 
a  very  important  principle  involved  in 
their  proposal,  which  may  bo  worth  a 
little    consideration. 

Substantially  It  was  that  the  govern- 
ment should  provide  work  for  those  who 
need  it  at  a  minimum  living  wage.  It 
contemplated  that  the  government 
would  be  recouped  in  part,  at  least,  by 
the  sale  of  crops  raised  through  the 
labor  thus  secured.  This  feature'  of 
the  case  differentiates  it  from  relief 
work  pure  and  simple,  from  which  It 
also  differs  in  other  particulars.  In 
'relief  work  the  body  undertaking  It 
sets  out  to  accomplish  a  specific  thing; 

&  •«  by  the  plan  proposed  for  land  cultlva- 
V«n  it  was  intended  that  the  cmploy- 
mentVshrluld  be  continued  indefinitely. 
If  It  nskl  been  adopted  it  would  have 
been  the  'beginning  of  a  now  line  of 
governmental  activity.  Continuity  of 
employment  of  individuals  was  not 
contemplated.  It  was  not  suggested 
that  any  man  or  set  of  m«n  should 
be  employed  for  any  fixed  period,  or 
that  -  those  employed  should  be  under 
any  obligation  to  continue  at  the  work. 
It  simply  meant  that  when  a  man  was 
not   employed,    he   might,   If   he   wished,

tilled   areas. 

The  government  In  answering  the. re-: 
quest  placed  Its  refusal  chiefly  on  the 
ground  of  expense,  which  of  itself  was 
•  sufficient  reason  for  not  entertaining  | 
It i  but  there  seems  to  be  a  more  seri- 
ous objection  to  It  than  that,  and  as 
the  question-  Is  no  longer  an  open  one,  | 
we  think.  It-  well  to  state  what  «v  re- 
gard as  the  fundamental  objection  to 
a  proposal  x»f  this  character,  in  dis- 
cussing questions  of  this  nature  very 
many  people  think  of  the  government 
•  as  something  apart  from  the  people, 
forgetting  that  any  government  is  a 
committee  of  citizens  to  whom  Is  en- 
trusted for  the  time  being  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  the  community 
at  large.  The  government  has  no 
source  of  Income  except  what  It  gets 
from  the  -community,  ami  if  it  pays 
out  money  for  any  purpose  It  to  corn- 
munlty  money  that  Is  so  paid.  This  is 
a  good  thing  to  remember  in  connec- 
tion with  other  things  besides  the  re- 
lief of  the  unemployed. 

The  fact  that  It  was  proposed  to  em- 
ploy men  In  work  that  would  be  to  a 
-certain  extent  remunerative  does  not 
materially  affect  the  statement  that  to 
so  employ  men  at  a  minimum  living 
wage  would  mean  the  recognition  by 
the  community  or  an  obligation 
to  prorldo  ovary  person  needing 
It  employment  at  a  living  wage. 
We  are  quite  aware  that  soma 
people  will  claim  such  an,  obligation 
exists.  But  Is  it  not  true  that,  if  we 
one*  admit  tins;  wo  must  also  ooneode 
It  to  b«  the  duty  of  one  part  of  the 
community  to  support  another  part?  If

to    make   men    shirtless,    unthrifty   and 


unenterprising  r-  ~ 

The  only  satisfactory  way  in  which 
to  aid  the  unemployed  Is  to  take  such 
steps  as  will  give  work  to  all  who 
need  It  at  remunerative  wages.  No 
government,  aa  governments  are  now 
constituted,  can  hope  to  do  this  to  an 
Indefinite  extent.  The  real  remedy  tor 
unemployment  la  to  be  found  In  the 
Inauguration  of  Industries,  and  the 
further  we  get  away  from  this  In  our 
projects  for  permanent  relief,  the  leas 
successful  we  are  bound  to  be.  Any 
other  plan  must  be  at  best  temporary, 
and  It  is  easy  to  devise  plans,  which 
look  plausible  at  flrst  sight,  but  may 
In  the  end  prove  mischievous.  We  are, 
of  course,  not  arguing  against  straight 
relief  work.  Occasions  arise  wheu  this 
is  necessary  and  any  government,  de- 
serving of  public  confidence,  would 
under  such  conditions  provide  it.  A 
great  deal  of  such  work  has  already 
•been  provided*'  in  this  province.  We 
think  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  the 
Provincial  government  and  most  of  the 
municipalities  have  done  all  they  are 
able  to  do  In  this  way. 


Colonel  Harrison,  of  the  United  States 
army,  in  June  last  published  a  forecast 
of  the  war  in  The  New  York  Herald. 
It  Is  not  to  bo  expected  that  any  per- 
son can  be  wholly  right  in  any  attempt 
of  this  nature,  but  Colonel  Harrison 
was  correct  In  so  many  particulars/ that 
what  he  anticipated  for  the  months  to' 
come  will  be  read  with  great  Interest.

July — No  change  in  the  West;  exten- 
sion of  the  Italian  front;  great  Ger- 
man advance  against  Warsaw  and  with- 
drawal or  the  Russians  from  Roland; 
slow  progress  at  the  Dardanelles,  In 
Armenia  and  Mesopotamia;  co-operation 
of  the  Italians  at  the  Dardanelles.  This 
was  fulfilled  to  thu  letter. 

August — No  change  in  the  West;  in- 
creased expenditure  of  ammunition 
there;  extension  and  reinforcement  of 
the  British  line.  This  was  fulfilled  to 
the  letter.  Investment  of  Trieste  and 
lstrla;  not  yet  fulfilled.  End  of  the 
German  offensive  In  Russia;  local  Ser- 
bian offensive;  partly  fulfilled.  Organ- 
ization of  Balkan  union;  Roumania  and 
Bulgaria  declare  war;  these  forecasts 
were  premature. 

September — In  the  West  German  of- 
fensive; tremendous  expenditure  of  am- 
munition; both  these  things  have  hap- 
pened. In  the  Kast.  Junction  of  Rus- 
sian fronts;  advance  of  both  Rus- 
wlngs;  co-operation  between  Italy,  Ser- 
bia and  Roumania.  Partly  fulfilled  as 
to  Russia.  Collapse  of  Turkey;  fall  of 
Constantinople;  opening  of  the  Darda- 
nelles. 

October — In  the  West  the  Germans 
will  begin  to  rectify  their  front  to  the 
new  line  to  be  from  ostend  to  Mau- 
beuge,  to  the  Ardennes,  to  Luxem- 
burg, to  Metz,  to  Strassburg.  In  the 
East,  reoccupation  of  Gallcia  by  the 
Russians;  Invasion  of  Hungary  rrom 
tnree  sides;  flight  of  the  Hungarian 
Government  to  Austria;  German  retire- 
ment in  Courland  and  Bast  Prussia. 
End  of  operations  against  Turkey  and 
the  return  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
expeditionary  force  to  Europe. 

November — In  the  West,  further  re- 
treat of  the  Germans,  whose  line  Is 
broken  into  three  parts.  Retreat  of  the 
Germans  in  Poland;  invasion  of  Ger- 
many. 

December — The  Allies  In  the  West 
reach  the  Rhine;  the  Germans  ask  Rus- 
sia for  un  armistice.

There  are  uo  two  cities  in  the  world 
which  differ  from  one  another  more  than 
the  capitals  of  Roumania  and  Bulgaria. 
If  we  are  to  truet  to  the  descriptions  of 
war  correspondents,  the  palm  by  all 
odds  should  g6  to  Bulgaria.  They  have 
not  much  to  say  in  praise  of  Roumahta's 
capital.  It  is  like  a  little  bit  of  Paris, 
with  all  the  vices  of  the  gay'  French 
capital,  but  with  few  of  its  virtues.  It 
Is  a  showy  city  or  some  390.000  Inhabi- 
tants, and  it  baa  a  principal  avenue 
winding  down  throur/h  the  centre  or  the 
town,  with  a  tree-shaded  drive  at  one 
end,  and  the  hotels,  cafes  and  fashion- 
able shop*  at  the  other.  To  this 
avenue  In  the  late  afternoon  all  the 
smart  '  sot  of  But-barest  come  to 
walk  and  drive.  ,  Their  vehicles  are 
motors  and  open  vlotorlas  and  their 
rhxchmrn'  Mg-  rttnu*latr*  Had  In  dark 
blue   velvet   gowna     raachlng   down      to 


tbatr  heela.  The  smart  Xoumnnlan 
woman  are  enamelled,  painted  aad  bo- 
J ■smiled,  and    the     officers     and     young 


Who  attend  them  are  barbered 
to  a  powdety  ptnkness.  looking  like 
comic  opera  heroes,  especially  the  mili- 
tary men,  who  wear  uniforms  of  light 
blue,  mauve  and  maroon. 

In  Sofia,  on  the  contrary,  there  la 
little  "society."  and  nooo  at  all  of  that 
love  of  display  which  characterizes 
Bucharest.  The  Bulgarians  are  simple. 
serious-minded  folk.  "A  homespun 
people"  a  writer  aptly  describes  them. 
The  officers  and  common  soldiers,  whom 
one  meets  In  the  streets,  are  fine  broad- 
shouldered,  bronaed  fellows,  with  noth- 
ing at  all  about  them  of  the  dandy,  't 
Is  no  common  thing  to  meet  a  shepherd 
and  hla  little  flock  moving  sedately 
down  one  of  Holla's  principal  streets, 
and  the  chief  event  of  the  week  is 
market  day,  when  the  town  is  full  of 
shepherds  and  people  from  the-  bills.  As 
for  the  King  and  Queen,  they  are  as 
free  from  airs  and  pomposity  as  the 
simplest  of  their  peasant  subjects.  Their 
palace  is  a  quiet,  unpretentious  build- 
ing surrounded  by  trees,  and  their  at- 
titude towards  their  people  rather  that 
of   comradeship   than  condescension. 


True  poetry  gives  us  an  Insight  into 
things  that  are  otherwise  obscure.  The 
poet  Is  a  seer,  a  term  which  means  one 
who  aees  what  most  of  us  do  not  dis- 
cern. Tried  by  the  test,  (Catherine  Ty- 
nan is  indeed  a  poet.

Whether  or  not  there  is  In  this  coun- 
try of  in  the  United  States  a  social 
line  of  demarcation  between  classes  is 
not  worth  discussing;  but  that  we  have 
in  this  country,  as  Is  the  case  in  Great 
Britain  and  some  other  countries,  three 
distinct  classes,  using  the  term  in  an 
economic  sense,  cannot  be  denied.  The 
lower  class  consists  of  the  poor,  not 
merely  the  "hard-up"  but  that  element 
or  the  community  that  seems  to  be  con- 
tent to  remain  "hewers  of  wood  and 
drawers  of  water"  for  the  remainder. 
The  upper  class  consists  of  those  who 
live  on  wealth  accumulated  by  them- 
selves or  others  and  have  little  stim- 
ulus or  ambition  to  effort.  Between 
these  two  is  the  great  middle  class  to 
which  the  majority  of  us  belong.  These 
classes  are  differentiated  solely  by 
their  relation  to  the  economic  life  of 
the  community.  The  lines  or  demarca- 
tion are  not  very  rigid  or  well  de- 
fined. It  is  easy  to  pass  rrom  one  to 
the  other,  and  so  rapid  arc  the  muta- 
tions that  in  the  United  States  there 
has  grown  up  a  saying  that  "It  Is  only 
three  generations  from  shirtsleeves  to 
shirtsleeves."  In  other  words,  a  man 
may  be  a  day  laborer  with  no  property; 
hla  son  may  be  a  business  man;  hla 
grandson  one  of  the  leisured  class,  ana 
the  chances  are  that  his  great-grandson 
will  form  one  of  the  army  of  those 
who  work  in  their  shirtsleeves  for  day 
wages,  when  they  are  not  In  the  army 
of  the  unemployed.  It  Is  the  great 
middle  clasa  that  keeps  the  wheels  of 
progress  and  prosperity  moving.  The 
very  poor  cannot;  the  very  rich  will 
not. 

These  thoughts  were  suggested  by  a 
statement  In  an  American  contemporary 
to  the  effect  that  the  reason  why  South 
America,  which  is  naturally  one  of  the 
richest  parts  of  the  earth.  Is  yet  one 
of  the  most  backward,  |s  to  be  found  In 
the  fact  that  there  Is  no  middle  class 
there,  which  is  interested  or  realty 
knows  how  to  turn  its  great  resources 
to  advantage.  ,A  two-class  community 
Is  likely  to  be  a  second-class  one. 
This  Is  apropos  of  nothing  in  particular. 
but  it  is  worth  keeping  In  mind  Just 
the  same.

cohol. This  is  a  new  one.  We  would 
like  vary  much  to  know  where  Miss 
Addams  gets  the  authority  for  such  a 
statement. 


We  do  not  think  we  ought  to  permit 
the  columns  of  The  Colonist  to  be  oc- 
cupied with  contentious  letters  pertain- 
ing to  angelic  appearances.  In  this 
connection  may  we  remind  a  correspon- 
dent who  says  that  at  the  time  of 
Christ  Jews  "had  recently  been  emanci- 
pated from  the  howling  wilderneas.  the 
deserts  of  Arabia,  and  were  Ipso  facto 
in  a  state  of  semi-barbarism,"  that  he 
Is  somewhat  astray  as  to  dates.  The 
Jews  entered  Canaan  after  sojourning  In 
the  deserts  of  Arabia  more  than  four- 
teen hundred  years  before  Christ. 


The  Lands  Department  has  issued  a 
very  attractive  pamphlet  for  circula- 
tion among  timber  buyers  in  overseas 
markets.  It  has  nearly  forty  pages 
and  is  devoted  to  a  description  of  our 
forest  products  and  the  raoilitles  for 
their  exportation.  It  Is  well  illustrated 
and  typographically  is  a  work  of  art. 
We  learn  from  it  that  the  estimated 
stand  of  merchantable  timber  in  this 
province  is  400,000,000,000  superficial 
feet  board  measure,  which  is  over  halt 
the  estimated  total  for  all  Canada. 
Placed  in  a  solid  mass  this  would  make 
a  pile  1.000  feet  square  at  the  baBc  and 
more  than  6  miles  high,  which  Is  cer- 
tainly some  timber. 

Some  one,  writing  in  a  happy  vein 
and  speaking  of  man's  mental  prepar- 
edness for  war,  tells  that  this  present 
conflict  round  very  few  of  uh  ready,  se- 
lecting as  example  the  woeful  state  of 
the  political  fraternity,  who  were  not 
prepared  at  the  beginning  of  hostilities 
and  have  scarcely  fitted  themselves 
since  to  give  us  anything  worth  while. 
But  he  says  there  is  another  class  of 
writers  who  were  quite  ready,  and  iron- 
ically enough,  these  were  the  humor- 
ists. The  humorists  have  risen  nobly 
to  the  occasion.  While  the  war  itself 
is  something  no  one  could  very  well 
joke  about,  there  are  countless  Incidents 
bearing  upon  it  which  have  been  cor- 
ralled by  the  humorists,  dressed  up  to 
suit  and  placed  before  us  for  us  to  In- 
wardly digest  and  chuckle  over. 
Quoting  from  some  or  the  contributions 
thlB  writer  offers  as  evidence,  it  was 
the  humorists  who  suggested  to  tho 
Belgians  the  wisdom  or  building  ar- 
mored cathedrals;  they  pointed  out  to 
England  that  what  she  needed  was  a 
Cu-lebra  Slide  In  the  Kiel  Canal;  they 
commended  the  French  for  seizing  all 
taxlcabs  for  army  service — this  in  view 
of  their  well-known  ability  to  make 
frightful  charges.  We  question  ir  ever 
the  English  comic  papers  were  runnier 
than  they  are  now.  It  Is  remarkable, 
but  it  is  a  fact,  and  we  all  are  greatly 
Indebted  to  the  humorists,  the  value  of 
whose  assistance  In  providing  stimulus 
during  these  trying  times  Is  beyond 
price. 

A  recent  writer  In  an  eastern  maga- 
zine tells  us  that  there  has  been  an 
entire  revolution  of  religious  thought 
caused  by  one  year  of  European  war. 
He  declares  that  only  the  United 
States  has  been  comparatively  little 
affected.  He  has  deduced  these  con- 
clusions from  a  comparison  of  the 
monthly  religious  reviews  of  a  year 
ago  with  those  of  today.  We  have 
probably  all  felt  more  or  less  con- 
vinced that  this  revolution  of  thought 
had  taken  place,  but  It  Is  Interesting 
to  know  proofs  like  this  are  so  readily 
furnished  and  so  incontrovertible.  "Tho 
apostles  Of  the  ages  of  doubt,"  he 
writes,  "are  being  repudiated,  and  the 
people  are  reading  the  Bible  and 
thronging  the  churches  In  simple  faith 
in  God  and  His  Word."  He  asks  who 
cares  for  the  speculation  as  to  whether 
the  Old  Testament  Is  absolutely  his- 
torical or  not,  or  whether  Jesus  was 
only  the  last  of  the  Hebrew-  prophets, 
and  he  answers  himself.  "Not  the 
r  topic  or  Germany.  Godless  France 
has  become  thoughtful.  The  infidel 
writers  are  neglected  or  have  them-! 
selves  become  religious,  and  the  people 
are  thronging, the  forsaken  churches. 
Certainly  not  the  -people  of  Russia. 
They  arc  more  earnestly  adoring 
Jesus  Christ."  If  he  is  a  little  grudg- 
ing in  his  Inclusion  of  Britain  we  can 
forgive  him,  for  we  know  ourselves 
better  than  anyone  can  tell  us  of  the 
worfderful  revival  or  faith  in  our  own 
lands.

of     Auckland     Infantry     Begi-

That  the  troops  of  New  Zealand  and 
Australia-  have  had  some  desperate 
fighting  in  the  Dardanelles  is  Indicated 
i>y  an  extract  from  a  letter  written  by 
ona  of  the  New  Zealand  Mounted  infan- 
try to  a  relative  In  Victoria.     He  says: 

"Dismal  D«U.,' 

"At  present  I  am  told  off  with  a 
party  of  man  to  attend  to  the  dead 
man's  horses  belonging  to  the  Auck- 
land Infantry  Regiment:  there  are  only 
«6   sound   men   left   out  of   1,07*   of   us. 

"Pretty  warm  place  up  there  I  can 
tell  you.  The  English  Tommies  who 
ware  at  the  Mons  and  Tprea  fighting 
say  theirs  was  only  a  picnic  compared 
to  this.  My  opinion  of  war  is  that  'aw- 
i  ulness  is  a  mild  name  for  It  and  that 
the  people  In  New  Zealand  never  wlU 
know  what  our  troops  In  that  Drat  five 
days  ashore  had  to  do." 

Mr.  A.  O.  Blacks  1 1,  a  brother-in-law 
of  the  writer,  explains  that  the  latter 
was  present  at  the  landing  of  the  Brit- 
ish forces  on  the  Qalllpoll  Peninsula. 
He  waa  detailed  to  take  the  wounded 
bach  to  the  hospital  by  rowing  boat, 
being  one  of  a  craw  of  four.  One  of 
his  fellows  had  his  head  blown  off  and 
another  also  was  Instantly  killed  by  a 
•hall.  Ha  and  the  fourth  escaped  un- 
scathed. After  being  In  the  fighting 
far  wm,  time  he  was  invalided  to  Cairo. 


The  possibility  of  another  Army  Ser- 
vice Corps  unit  being  mobilized  in  the 
West  in  connection  with  a  third  over- 
seas division  has  resulted  in  the  submis- 
sion of  many  applications  on  the  part  of 
Victoria  motor  car  drivers  and  mechan- 
ics 'for  service  with  the  mechanical 
transport  section.

industry  for  the  last  twenty-five  years. 

Mr.  White  was  born  in  Northern 
Michigan  sixty-five  years  ago.  He  was 
one  of  the  original  owners  of  the  Slo- 
can-Star  mine  and  latterly  had  been  In- 
terested In  the  Yukon-Pueblo  mine  at 
White  Horse.  He  held  very  large  In- 
terests in  mining  properties  In  Oregon 
and   Mexico. 

He  Is  survived  by  his  widow,  who 
was  Miss  Sarah  Blackwood,  of  Chatham, 
Out.;  his  son,  Mr.  John 'P.  White,  pros- 
ecuting attorney  of  Spokane  County'; 
two  brothers,  liruce  and  O.  V.  White, 
of  Slocan.  B.  C,  and  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
Charles  Culver,  of  Seattle,  and  Mrs.  T. 
Sharp,  of  Spokane.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Masonic  Order. 

Sir  Richard  'McBride  yesterday  ex- 
pressed the  greatest  regret  gt  the  news 
of  the  death  of  Mr.  tVhite.  "I  had 
Known  Mr.  White  intimately  for  many 
years,"  said  the  Premier,  "and  can  say 
that  no  man  ever  did  more  for  the  min- 
ing industry  in  trltlsh  Columbia  than 
he,  Judged  from  the  standpoint  of  per- 
sonal efforts.  Not  only  had  he  invested 
I  Igrgd  sums  of  his  own  money  In  mining 
this  Province,  but  he  Ill- 
capitalists  to  come*  over 
to  our  side  of  the  line  and  take  an  In- 
terest in  the  development  of  the  coun- 
try. He  had  the  greatest  faith  in  the' 
rut urc  of  British  Columbia  as  a  miner- 
al producing  country.  His  loss  will  be 
greatly  felt." 

Mr.  R.  F.  Green.  M.  P.,  who  repre- 
sents the  great  mining  constituency  of 
Kootenay  In  the  Federal  house,  said: 
"British  Columbiu  has  suffered  a  real 
loss  In  the  death  of  Mr.  White.  I  knew 
him  very  Intimately  and  was  aware  of 
the  many  ptaua  which  he  had  afoot 
looking  tb  the  further  devcloppient  of 
mining  properties  in  this  country.  He 
was  always  an  optimist  in  regard  to  the 
future  of  British  Columbia,  and  I  know 
that  he  was  personally  responsible  for 
the  Introduction  of  large  sums  of  cap- 
ital. It  was  his  prediction  that  British 
Columbia  was  destined .  to  become  one 
of  the  greatest  mineral  producing  camps 
in  the  world,  and  he  never  hesitated  to 
back  his  Judgment  with  his  money. 
The  development  of  the  Slocan  country 
was  largely  the  result  of  Mr.  White's 
initiative,  and  in  recent  years  he  had 
been  paying  attention  to  the  Yukon 
country,  where  he  was  developing  some 
very  promising  properties" 

Mr.  White  was  a  frequent  visitor  to 
Victoria,  where  he  had  many  close  per- 
sonal friends,  who  will  learn  of  his 
death  with  sincere  sorrow.

Bepalra  to  Asphalt  Streets — Work  on 
the  repair  of  asphalt  pavements  laid  by 
the  Canadian  Mineral  Rubber  Company, 
the  maintenance  of  which  was  guaran- 
teed by  that  concern,  will  be  undertaken 
by  the  city"  engineer  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  city  solicitor  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  giving  notice  to  the 
company,  which  is  now  In  liquidation. 
The  cost  of" the  repair  work  is  estimated 
at  between  912,000  and   93,000. 

Committee  Investigation— -This  after- 
noon, at  2:30  o'clock,  the  committee  of 
the  City  Council  recently  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate the  complaints  of  men  of  the 
garbage  and  other  services  who  were 
recently  discharged,  will  resume  its  ses- 
sions. The  mayor  requests  that  married 
men  and  property  owners  who  think  they 
should  secure  a  portion  of  the  civic  work, 
but  who  have  not  so  far  shared,  be 
present  to  state  their  circumstances. 

Mew  Library  Opens — Tomorrow  the 
new  ProiWnclal  library  at  the  Parlla- 
meffT  Buildings  will  be  formally  opened 
for    reference    purposes.  During    the 

transition  from  the  old  to  the  new  quar- 
ters the  public  has  been  unavoidably 
deprived  of  tfie  convenience  of  the  lib- 
rary, hut  now  that  the  .building  is  opened 
the  larger  advantages  of  the  fine  read- 
ing rooms  will  compensate  for  the  de- 
privation suffered  for  some  'weeks  past. 

Seek  Coaceaslons  —  The  recent  com- 
munication from  the  Montreal  School  of 
Flying  to  the  city  stating  that  it  was 
contemplating  moving  its  headquarters 
to  Victoria  for  the  winter  months,  and 
asking  what  "rights,  grants,  facilities, 
etc.,"  the  city  would  give  was  before  the 
council  last  night  and  was  referred  to 
the  parks  committee.  The  communica- 
tion will  also  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  outside  municipalities,  as  it  may 
be  of  Interest  to  them. 

Coming  to  Coast —  The  Hon.  Thos.  W.

Jenncr.  In  the  police  patrol  he  was 
taken  by  Deputy  Chief  Palmer  and  Con- 
stable McLellan  to  the  police  station 
where  first  aid  was  administered,  and 
later  he  waa  attended  by  Dr.  Grant  and 
removed  to  the  St.  Joseph's  Hospital.

The  plans  made  with  regard  to  the 
construction  of  the  Imperial  Oil  Com-- 
pany's  new  plant  at  Maclaughlin  Point 
are  rapidly  materialising,  and  very 
noticeable  progress  is  being  made  la 
the  erection  of  the  tanks,  which  are  to 
constitute  the  largest  and  moat  Import- 
ant feature  of  the  establishment. 

The  big  fuel  oil  tank,  '  work  upoa 
which  commenced  a  little  over  a  month 
ago,  haa  Deed  practically  completed. 
1  lie  full  height  of  the  structure  haa 
been  reached  and  the  baae  haa  been 
tested  and  found  watertight.  As  soon 
as  the  covering,  which  will  be  of  iron, 
is  Installed  the  reservoir  will  be  ready 
for  regular  use.  Favorable  progress  is 
being  made  with  two  smaller  tanks 
which  will  accommodate  distillate  and 
coal   oil.     They    will    be   tested   shortly. 

Mr.  Angus  M.  Abbey,  local  representa- 
tive of  the  imperial  Oil  Company,  stat- 
ed yestefday  that  the  whole  plant  will 
be  ready  for  occupation  about  the  be- 
ginning of  next  Spring.  The)  present 
Quarters  of  the  company  on  Florence 
Koad  will  not  be  abandoned  until  the 
Winter  weather  is  past.  In  the  mean- 
time machinery  is  being  transferred 
from  the  Florence  Road  plant  to  Mac- 
laughlin Point,  and  barge-loads  of  iron 
sheeting  are  regularly  arriving  from  the 
former  reservoir  at  Impoco,  on  Burrard 
Inlet,  which  is  being  put  oiit  of  com- 
mission on  account  of  the  success  at- 
tending the  maintenance  of  the  storage 
Plant  and  refinery  at  loco,  further  up 
the  inlet. 

The  rock  bases  for  the  other  tanks, 
probably  three  or  four  In  number,  have 
been  graded  to  the  proper  level,  and 
covered  with  impervious  clay.  Clay 
will  be  used  as  the  bottom  for  all  the 
small,  tanks  and  work  on  their  con- 
struction will  commence  almost  im- 
mediately. 

Wharf  at  Mte 

Particulars  with  regard  to  the  wharf 
which  Is  to  be  built  at  the  site  are  avail- 
able. It  will  be  a  T-shaped  structure, 
and  the  part  Jutting  out  into  the  water 
will  be  160  feet  long,  while  the  wharf 
proper,  or  crossing  of  the  T,  will  also 
be  160  feet  lp  length.  The  pier  will 
provide  ample'  accommodation  for  the 
tankers  Asov  and  Caddo,  which  are  the 
crude  oil  carriers  for  the  company.  The 
warehouses,  for  the  construction  of 
which  no  contracts  have  yet  been  award- 
ed, will  be  SO  feet  long  and  40  feet" 
wide.  The  water  outside  the  wharf  is 
now  about  26  feet  deep,  but  it  is  ex- 
pected that  a  channel  of  86  feet  In 
width  will  be  dredged  there  next  year, 
which  will  have  an  average  depth  of 
about  10  feet. 

It  is  intended  to  have  the  tank 
steamers,  which  discharge  their,  cargoes 
at  loco  from  Peru,  come  here  in  ballast 
with  machinery  and  other  material  from 
impoco,  thus  making  it  unnecessary  to 
charter  vessels  not  owned  by  the  com- 
pany. H  tables,  «4V,  feet  long  by  32 ',4 
feet  wide  will  be  built  In  the  course  of 
a  few  days,  arrangements  for  their 
construction  being  under  way.  Water 
is  temporarily  being  taken  to  the  plant 
by  an  exposed  pipe,  but  in  three  weeks' 
time  another  line  of  pipe  will  have  been 
Installed  three  feet  below  the  surface 
for  permanent  use. 

The  road,  which  is  being  levelled  for 
the  easier  access  of  heavily-laden 
trucks,  has  practically  been  finished,  a 
great  deal  of  rock  having  been  removed 
by  blasting.

Development        Association        Considers 

Method    of    Increasing    Victoria's 

.  Status    aa    a   Tourist    City 

To  consider  the  policy  to  be  adopted 
with  respect  to  the  inauguration  of  a 
scheme  of  permanent  attractions  for 
Victoria,  the  committee  of  the  Victoria 
and  Island  Development  Association,  re- 
cently appointed  for  that  purpose,  will 
hold  a  meeting  this  afternoon  at  4 
o'cloek.  The  necessity  of  providing 
some  attractions  which  will  help  in 
keeping  Victoria  in  the  rorefront  of  the 
tourist  cities,  and,  by  furnishing  en- 
tertainment to  the  visitors,  add  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  city,  has  long  been 
realised  by  those  who  are  working  to 
make  Victoria  the  leading  tourist  centre 
on  this  Coast.  Public  salt  water  swim- 
ming baths  and  civic  golf  links  are  two 
undertakings  which,  It  is  believed,  should 
be  established  here,  and  while,  K 'is  re- 
cognised that  present  conditions  do  hot 
favor  any  undertaking  calling  for  exten- 
sive outlays  the  necessity  of  taking  hcflrt 
of  the  projects  now,  so  that  all  prelim- 
inaries may  be  discussed  and  some  pol- 
icy decided  upon,  is  felt  by  members  of 
the  Victoria  and  Island  Development  As- 
sociation. 

Among  the  visitors  st  the  rooms  of 
the  Association  was  Mr.  O.  O.'  McKay, 
city  passenger  agent  of  the  t'.P.R.  at 
Chicago,  who  stated  that  in  consequence 
of  the  visit  which  Commissioner  Cuth- 
bert  paid  to  Chicago  last  Spring  the  Chi- 
cago offices  of  the  leading  railways  were 
doing  some  fine  publicity  work  on  behalf 
of  Victoria,  many  thousands  of  copies  of 
the  Associatlon'a  publicity  Issues  having 
been  sent  out  by  the  railways  in  answer 
to  Inquiries  concerning  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver Island.  Victoria  Is  the  only 
Canadian  city  .  getting  this  publicity 
through  the  Chieago  office.  When  Com- 
missioner Cuthbert  wss  In .  Chicago  It 
was  arranged  that  lantern  slides  should 
be  furnished  for  a  series  of  lectures 
which  was  to  be  given  at  various  point* 
In  the  Middle  West.  Mr.  McKay  and 
snother  lecturer  undertook  the  lecturing 
tour,  with  the  result  that  the  slides,  11. 
lustralve  of  this  city  and  the  Island, 
have  been*  shewn  In  forty-four  towns 
In  the  middle  States,  and  aroused  great 
Interest.

TAX  BY-LAW  WILL 
*N0T  BE  UPSET 


Court  Refuses  Application  of 
Property  Owners  Who  Tried 
to  Bring  About  Equalization 
of  Assessment  Values,

There  will  be  no  further  revision  of 
the  1916  tax  roll  of  the  city  of  Vic- 
toria." The  question  was  definitely  set- 
tled yesterday  when  an  application 
made  by  Mr.  A.  P.  Luxton,  on  behalf  of 
a  number  of  property  holders,  for  an 
order  compelling  the  Court  of  Revision 
to  sit  as  a  Court  of  Equalisation,  was 
refused  yesterday  by  Mr.  Justice  Mac- 
donald  In  Supreme  Court  Chambers. 
Mr.  T.  R.  Robertson  appeared  for  the 
city. 

in  rendering  his  decision  His  Lord- 
ship pointed  out  that  every  property 
holder  had  bad  the  same  privilege  of 
appealing  to  the  Court  of  Revision.  If 
the  conclusion  reached  by  that  body, 
after  a  consideration  of  each  Individual 
case,  were  unsatisfactory,  each  had  the 
right  of  appeal  to  a  Supreme  or  County 
Court  Judge.  Some  had  availed  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  and,  aa  a  re- 
sult, had  obtained  substantial  reductions 
in  their  assessments  and  consequently 
In  their  taxes.  But,  in  order  to  avoid 
perpetual  chaos,  it  was  essential  that 
there  be  a  time  limit.  H«  agreed  with 
Mr,  Robertson  that  the  Court  of  Re- 
vision did  not  exist  at  the  present  time, 
having  become  extinct  when  the  assess- 
ment roll  of  the  year  was  signed. 

The  argument  advanced  by  Mr.  Rob- 
ertson was  that  the  work  of  the  body 
»n  question  was  done.  Under  the 
Municipal  Act  it  was  bound  to  sit  to 
near  appeals.  This  provision  had  been 
fully  met.  Mr.  Luxton  had  contended 
that  It  could  not  Hd  Itself  of  respon- 
sibility by  refusing  to  open  Its  doors, 
and  to  this  the  city  solicitor  asserted 
that,  there  was  nothing  to  compel  It  to 
hold  another  session.  Another  point 
raised  by  Mr.  Luxton  was  that,  although 
asked  to  do  so.  the  court  had  been  care- 
ful not  to  come  together  again  for  busi- 
ness. Mr.  Robertson  maintained  that 
the  request  had  never  been  received  by 
the  board.  It  had  come  before  the  City 
Council  'on  which  were  some  members 
of  the  last  Court  of  Revision,  but  the 
Council  was  not  the  court. 

Under  the  Municipal  Act,  it  was 
stated  by  Mr.  Luxton,  the  sitting  of  tho 
court  was  described  as  Imperative  and 
compulsory,  and.  he  declared,  when  the 
applications  was  made  to  the  Council 
it  should  have  been  assembled  as  a 
court  of  equalisation.  To  this  Mr. 
Robertson  replied  that  the  .  court's 
duties  were  ended  when  the  roll  was 
signed.  He  quoted  from  the  Munlclpsl 
Act  to  the  effect  that  the  court  can 
meet  only  before  the  tax  by-law  Is 
passed.  He  declared  that  this  clearly 
meant  that  there  could  be  no  meeting 
afterwards.

This, 
however,  leaves  wholly  unprovided  for 
th»  women  who  are  alone,  and  the 
children  who  have  no  father  or  male 
relatives    In    the   war. 

"As  the  Government  Is  overwhelmed 
with  war  expenses,  these  unfortunates 
rave  had  to  be  taken  care  of  by  charit- 
able institutions  or  individuals.  For 
Instance,  Miaa  Valentine  Thomson,  a 
daughter  of  the  present  French  Minis- 
ter of  Commerce,  has  devoted  herself 
to  caring  for  the  helpless  women  and 
children.  She  Is  looking  after  some 
thousands  of  them,  and  hopes  to  ar- 
range to  maintain  as  many  as  40.000  in 
various  places  In  the  South  of  Franee. 
She  Is  now  art  Bordeaux,  drecting  this 
work." 

The  generosity  of  such  women  and 
their  self-devotion  Is  the  bright  aide  to 
the  >  sombre  picture.  Americans  In 
Paris  are  engaged  in  similar  work  on 
behalf  of  children  who  have  been 
driven  from  homes  in  the  vicinity  of 
Btlfort 


Tlctorla'a   Loss 

Even  a  feeling  of  pride  that  two  of 
Victoria's  teachers  have  become  pro- 
fessors in  the  University  of  British  Col- 
umbia, must  give  way  to  regret  that 
Victoria  is  losing  the  services  of  Mr. 
Howard  Russell  and  Mr.  Fred  Wood. 

Mr.  Russell  will  be  greatly  missed. 
not  only  by  pupils  and  fellow  teachers, 
but  as  an  excellent  citizen.  The  work 
that  the  leader  of  the  Arion  Club  has 
done  in  raising  the  standard  of  mualc 
and  in  affording  pleasure  to  the  people 
has  not  received  the  recognition  it  de- 
served. The  labor  has  been  one  of  love, 
but  it  has  not  been  less  valuable  on 
that  account.  Perhaps  only  teachers 
can  fully  appreciate  the  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  us  well  as  the  intense 
love  of  music  that  would  enable  a  man 
engaged  in  an  exhausting  occupation  to 
spend  his  leisure  in  training  singers 
Mr.  Russell  has 'always  been  ready  to 
devote  his  talent  to  any  good  cause,  or 
to  minister  to  the  happiness  of  others. 
Victoria  will  miss  him  greatly.  He  has 
a  very  warm  place  in  the  affections  of 
his  old  pupils  as  well  as  of  his  old 
associates.  . 

Mr.  Wood  Is  a  younger  teacher,  but  he 
has  shown  an  earnestness,  an  enthusi- 
asm and  an  ability  that  promise  well 
for  the  success  of  his  career.  He,  too, 
has  not  confined  himself  to  the  class- 
room lu  his  efforts  to  broaden  and  Im- 
prove the  young  people  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact. 

It  Is  not  easy  to  feel  that,  after  all, 
Victoria  is  not  losing  the  men  whom 
she  sends  to  the  University  of  British 
Columbia.  It  in  true,  however,  that  our 
young  men  and  women  #111  still  have 
the  benefit  of  the  services  of  the  pro- 
fessors who  are  about  to  take  up  their 
work  in  a  larger  sphere.  To  it  they 
carry  with  them  none  but  the  warmest 
wishes  of  all  Victorians  who  value  high 
principle  and  devotion  to  duty.

Our  BUgh  School 

Within  the  past  fifteen  years  the  Vic- 
toria High  School  has  grown  to  be  a 
great  Institution.  Do  the  people,  of  Vic- 
toria appreciate  at  their  true  value  the 
services  of  the  men  and  women  who 
have  brought  the  school  to  the  status  of 
a  college  Year  by  year  the  graduates 
have  gone  out  into  the  world  well 
equipped  for  the  battle  of  life.  It  is 
the  fashion  In  certain  quarters  to  de- 
preciate the  value  of  such  an  education 
as  the  High  School  affords.  Yet,  those 
who  know  most  about  the  work  that  Is 
being  accomplished  by  the  young  people 
who  have  gone  out  from  its  class  rooms, 
feel  most  deeply  how  wholesome  Its  In- 
fluence has  been.  Wherever  they  have 
gone,  the  great  majority  of  the  young 
men  and  women  arc  making  an  honor- 
able  name   for  themselves. 

The  outbreak  of  war  showed  that  the 
youths  were  as  ready  to  give  their  lives 
for  their  country  as  to  save'lt  In  time 
of  peace. 

Without  depreciating  in  any  degree 
the  Influence  of  the  home  and  of  the 
primary  schools  much  of  the  credit  for 
this  result  may  fairly  be  claimed  for 
the  Institution  where  pupils  spend  the 
years  of  opening  manhood  and  woman- 
hood. 

There  are.  today,  some  six  hundred 
pupils  under  the  care  of  the  staff  over 
which  Mr.  Willis  ably  presides,  it  in 
not  too  much  to  claim  for  these  gentle- 
men and  ladles  far  more  general  and 
warmer  recognition  on  the  part  of  the 
people  of  Victoria  than  thay  have  hither- 
to received.  Money,  alone,  is  not  a 
sufficient  recompense  for  those  who.  day 
by  day  are  giving  of  the  very  beat  that 
is  In  them,  morally  and  spiritually  as 
well  as  Intellectually.  All  teachers  are 
entitled  to  the  sympathy  and  apprecia- 
tion of  good  cltlsens,  and  this  Is  speci- 
ally true  of  those  who,  like  the  staff  of 
the  High  School  and  of  the  Normal 
.School,  deal  with  tffoae  about  to  enter 
upon  their  llfe'a  work.  If  Victoria  Is  to 
get  and  retain  the  services  of  the  best 
teachers.  It  will  be  because  her  cltlsens 
show  In  every  Way  possible  that  they 
esteem  highly  those  to  whom  they  en- 
truat  the  education  of  the  youth  of  the 
city.

Former    Canadian  -  Mexican 
,  Freighter    Passes    Up    to 
Comox  en  Route  From  Port- 
land to  South  America. 


News  waa  brought  eouth  by  the  G.T.P. 
steamship  Prince  Kupert,  Capt.  Duncan 
McKenxie,  that  the  steamer  Delhi,  for- 
merly of  the  Pacific  Coaat  Steamship 
Company**  fleet,  had  arrived  at  Prince 
Rupert  to  undergo  repairs.  The  freighter 
Delhi  is  the  first  vessel  to  enter  the  new 
O.T.P.  drydoek  recently  completed  at 
Prince.  Rupert.'  a  full  description  of 
which  was  recently  published  in  these 
columns. 

The  Delhi  was  towed  from  Ketchikan 
to  Prince  Rupert  by  the  powerful  tug 
8ea  L-lOn. .  and  proved  a  very  t.wkw»i  1 
tow.  Among  the  passengers  who  'anded 
at  Prince  Rupert  from  the  O.T.P.  steam- 
ship wore  •  Messrs.  J.  Duthla,  J.  Price 
and  K.  Griffin,  who  made  the  trip  north 
in  connection  with  the  Delhi  repair  con- 
tract. 

Jt  Is  anticipated  there  will  be  at  least 
a  month's  work  to  make  the  necessary 
repairs  to  the  damaged  freighter.  It 
took  seventy-two  hours  to  make  the  tow 
of  100  miles  from  Ketchikan  to  Prince 
Rupert,  and  part  of  the  time  the  Delhi 
was  almost  submerged.  The- tow  just 
made  port  in  timer  as  a  heavy  sea  was 
running  shortly  afterwards,  and  under 
these  condition*  there  would  have  been 
a  good  chance  of  losing  the  vessel.  The 
Delhi  is  practically  a  derelict,  as  most 
of  her  bottom  Is  gone.  The  Delhi  was 
wrecked  off  Strait  island,  Alaska,  sev- 
eral months  ago.  and  after  a  number  of 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  save  her,  she 
was  given  up  as  a  total.  Ipsa.  ,  She 
floated  about  for  some  time,  and  was 
subsequently  picked  up  and  towed  '  to 
Ketchikan.  ' 

Capt.  McKcnzle,  of  the  steamship 
Prince  Rupert,  reported  a  splendid  pas- 
sage south,  the  vessel  docking  here  on 
Sunday  night,  coming  via  Vancouver,  she 
proceeded  at  midnight  to  Seattle.  At 
1:46  p.m.  today  the  Prince  Rupert  will 
return  here  from  the  Sound,  and  will 
clear  again  at  3:30  p.m.  on  her  north- 
ern run.

Returning  to  these  waters  after  about 
four  years'  absence,  the  British  freighter 
Beckenham,  Capt.  Cow,  stopped  off  here 
last  night  to  pick  up  her  pilot,  bound 
from  the  Columbia  River  to  Comox. 
Tjhe  Beckenham  loaded  at  Portland  for 
tie  west,  coast,  of  South  America,  and. 
after  taking  on  bunker  coal,  will  put  di- 
rect to  sea. 

In  the  days  of  the  Canadian-Mexican- 
Pacific  line  the  Beckenham  was  brought 
out  here  under  charter  and  operated  in 
the  regular  freight  service  between  Van- 
couver, Victoria  and  ports  on  the  Mexi- 
can seaboard.  She  made  a  number  of 
voyages  in  the  trade,  and  was  with- 
drawn about  the  time  the  service  was 
abandoned,  the  trade  having  been  made 
unprofitable  by  the  continued  unrest  In 
the  republic  of  Mexico. 

Prior  to  the  completion  of  the  Panama 
Canal  the  bulk  of  the  cargo  coming  out 
to  this  Coast  from  the  United  Kingdom 
was  shipped  to  Puerto  Mexico,  and 
thence  over  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  by 
the  Tehuantcpec  Railway  to  the  Pacific 
terminal  of  Sallna  Cruz.  It  was  here 
that  the  ships  of  the  Canadian-Mexican 
fleet  loaded  their  freight  and  transported 
It  to  British -Columbia,

TACOMA,  Wash.,  Sept.  13.— First 
news  of  the  drowning,  on  August  :'-, 
of  two  of  the  crew  of  the  coastguard 
cutter  Manning  was  received  here  to- 
day In  a  letter  from  Billy  Johnson,  a 
Tacoma  youth  on  the  cutter.  Four 
others,  including  Johnson,  had  a  long 
battle  in  the  waves,  and  would  have 
drowned  but  for  the  heroism  of  an 
Alaska  native. 

The  letter  states  that  Johnson,  F. 
Gardner,  ship's  bugler,  T.  C.  Lunn, 
Coxswain  Jacobs,  C.  K.  Kspanosa  and 
G.  I'aterson,  were  In  one  of  the  life- 
boats making  a  side  trip  In  the  watcr.i 
of  Unalaska  when  a  squall  overtturned 
the  craft.  Gardner  went  down  almost 
immediately  and  Lunn  slipped  into  the 
water  and  drowned,  after  clinging  to 
the  overturned  boat  for  an  hour  and 
a  half. 

A  native  on  the  shore  saw  the  plight 
of  the  men  and  ran — according  to  the 
youth's  letter — seven  or  eight  miles 
over  a  mountainous  country  to  where 
the  Manning  lay.  The  cutter  arrived 
after  several  hours  had  elapsed,  in 
time  to  pick  up  the  four  survivors,  all 
exhausted. 


STRUCK  OFr PAYROLL 

Pate  of  Employees  of  South   Vancouver 

Municipality    Who   Ar*    Serving 

With  the  Colors 

SOUTH  VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Sept.  13. 
— The  municipal  council  adopted  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  finance  committee 
"that,  due  to  financial  conditions,  the 
names  of  all  men  serving  the  colors  be 
taken  from  the  municipal  payroll,  ef- 
fective from  Sept.  1.  1915." 

Though  over  twenty  municipal  em- 
ployees on  the  regular  staff  have  joined 
the  colors  it  is  understood  that  the  de- 
cision of  tne  council  only  affects  Ave 
police  constables  who  have  been  granted 
leave  of  absence  during  the)  continua- 
tion of  the  war  on  half-pay.  Most  of 
the  other  employees,  if  not  all,  volun- 
tarily gave  up  their  positions  in  order 
to  enlist  and  their  names  were  struck 
off  the  payroll  when  they  left  the  em- 
ploy of  the  municipality. 

The  police  commissioners  liaVe' not 'yet 
approved  of  the  decision  of  thtf'feouhciT, 
but  have  instructed  Chief  Bramwdl  ut 
enquire  concerning  the  income  of  the 
constables  who  have  Joined  the  colors. 
He  Is  to  report  to  the  next  meeting. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  in  the  case  of 
reservists  their  army  pay  Is  much  less 
than  that  allowed  by  the  Canadian  Gov- 
ernment, and  In  the  case  of  Constable 
Flack.  A  ho  was  shot  through  botli 
ankles  during  the  retreat  from  Mont.,  he 
may  he  crippled  for  life.  Last  year's 
police  committee  discussed  Flack's  cose 
and  while  no  formal  resolution  was 
passed  It  is  said  to  have  hcen  mutually 
agreed  that,  if  his  Injury  should  prove 
permanent,  on  his  return  a  place  would 
be  found  for  him  In  the  police  office  as 
■  lof.km.in.  This  decision  was  communi- 
cated to  Constable  I 'lack,  though  per- 
haps not  officially. 

In  the  case  or  the  other  constables  all 
left  to  Join  the  colors  on  tho  under- 
standing, that  their  positions  would  )■■. 
kept  o.M'ii  for  them  and  that  half-pay 
would  be  allowed.  The  resolution  of 
the  council  striking  the  men  off  tho 
payroll  is  therefore  severely  criticized 
In   some  quarters. 


In  view  of  the  reports  circulating  in 
C.  P.  R.  shipping  circles  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  former  trans- 
pacific liner  Empress  of  Japan  will  be 
back  in  service  on  this  route  before 
many  weeks  have  elapsed. 

It  is  definitely  stated  that  the  liner  Is 
due  back  at  Hongkong  on  September  iM, 
with  strong  prospects  .of  returning  to 
the  mercantile  trade  after  acting  as  an 
armed  auxiliary  cruiser  in  the  Govern- 
ment service. 

Some  weeks  ago  the  story  was  circu- 
lated on  good  foundation  to  the  effect 
that  the  Empress  of  Japan  might  return 
to  the  transpacific  service,  but  then  a 
cable  was  received  saying  the  liner  had 
been  ordered  to  England.  Later  de- 
velopments have  changed  these  plans, 
and  on  Friday  week  the  steamship  is  ex- 
pected to  reach  Hongkong  to  rent. 

The  Empress  of  Japan  was  taken  from 
the  transpacific  trade  shortly  after  the 
outbreak  of  war,  together  with  the  liners 
Empress  of  Russia  and  Empress  of  Asia, 
and  has  since  done  good  work  in  pat- 
rolling the  high  seas,  her  sphere  of 
operations  being  confined  chiefly  to  Far 
Eastern  waters.  , 

Captured    Exford   ' 

It  was  the  Empress  of  Japan  which  ef- 
fected the  capture  of  the  British  steamer 
Exford,  which  had  been  seized  by  the 
Emden,  manned  by  a  skeleton  crew,  and 
was  preying  upon  commerce  in  the  In- 
dian Ocean  when  overhauled  by  the  Em- 
press of  Japan  and  again  placed  under 
the  British  flag. 

As  is-  only  to  be  expected  in  time  of 
war,  the  movements  of  the  Empress  of 
Japan  have  been  more  or  lest*  myster- 
ious during  the  many  months  she  has 
been  removed  from  the  mercantile  trade. 
When  she  left  here  the  liner  was  under 
the  command  of  Capt.  Dlxon-Hopcraft, 
R.N.R.,  who  is  still  believed  to  be  with 
her.  t 

The  release  of  the  Empress  of  Japan 
at  the  present  Juncture  will  be  itiost  ac- 
ceptable to  the  C.I'.R.,  which  company 
la  experiencing  great  difficulty  In 
handling  the  rush  of  transpacific  pas- 
senger travel  now  diverted  through  this 
port.  The  liner  Monteagle  is  overbooked 
for  her  next  outward  voyage,  despite  the 
fact  that  her  cabin  accommodation  la 
being  Increased.

Graves  of  the  United 
Slates  Bureau  of  Forestry,  who  return- 
ed today  from  an  Inspection  tour  of 
the  northern  territory.

Graves.  "I  sey  'originally  wooded'  lie-

SLIGHT  RISEJN  PRICES 

Many     Household      Commodities      Show 

■light  Increase  Compared  With 

August   Last  Tear 

OTTAWA,  Ont.,  Sept.  13.— A  slight 
rise  In  the  cost  of  living  during  the 
month  of  August  is  Indicated  by  the 
l>ep;u ■ftiient  of  Labor's  Index  number  of 
Wholesale  prices  In  Canada.  The  Index 
number  stands  at  147.6  for  August,  as 
compared  with  147.1  for  July,  and  136. .1 
for,  August  a  year  ago.  This  is  the 
highest  since  1890  wljerT  the  Department 
first  made  a  systematic  calculation  of 
the  cost  of  living.  It  Is  bused  on  271, 
commodities,  the  average  price  of  which 
from  1890  to  189!)  is  placed  at  the  In- 
dex   figure   of    100. 

The  chief  reason  for  the  slight  rise 
over  last  month  is  the  higher  price  for 
certain  miscellaneous  groceries,  such  ax 
honey,  glucose  and  cream  of  tartar. 
Textiles  are  higher,  and  ply  woolens 
and  Jutes.  Oil  cloth  is  also  up,  flax, 
sewing  twine,  made  in  Canada,  is  higher 
in  price  owing  to  the  Increased  price 
of  flax. 

-  Urtigs  and  chemicals  also  affected  the 
number  slightly,  these  recording  ad- 
vances.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C.,  Sept.  11.— The 
statements  of  claim  In  the  civil  suits 
for  alleged  misfeasance  against  the 
directors  of  the  Dominion  Trust  Com- 
pany were  served  today  by  solicitors 
ror  Andrew  Stewart,  the  liquidator.  The 
directors  are  being  sued  for  the  return 
of  198  amounts  of  money  aggregating 
M.WV.ZZZ.HQ.  They  are  being  sued 
jointly  and  severally,  eo  that  In  any 
judgments  that  may  be  obtained  one 
director  Is  equally  liable  with  another, 
it  is  stated  that  the  198  suits  com- 
menced today  are  in  respect  only  to  the 
larger  amounts  of  money,  there  being  a 
number  of  smaller  ones  which  have  not 
oeen  bothered  about  for  the  reason  that 
the  total  sum  now  involved  cannot  fail 
but  exhaust  the  highest  possible  esti- 
mates of  the  value  of  any  Judgments 
which  may  be  obtained. 

The  "particulars  under  mlsfeaaancc 
summons"  served  on  the  former  direc- 
tors today  Is  a  formidable  document 
of  nearly  two  hundred  pages.  A  part 
of  the  168  claims  occupy  but  a  portion 
of  a  page  for  each,  while  some  of  the 
larger  claims  include  tabulated  liata  of 
moneya  that  mm  through  three  or  four 
pages  and  are  In  the  thouaands  of  dol- 
lars for  each  Item. 

In  the  great  majority  of  the  cases  tt 
Is  alleged  that  the  transactions  were 
carried  eut  by  the  late  managing  direc- 
tor, W.  R.  Arnold,  without  the  knowl- 
edge or  the  other  directors,  excepting 
E.  P.  Miller,  who  was  general  manager. 
Mr.  Miller  is  said  to  be  In  Eastern  Can- 
ada now.  . . 

The  first  claim  in  the  long  file  la  a- 
typical  one.  It  alleges  that  on  the 
last  day  of  1918,  a  "loan  waa  made  to 
T.  R.  Pearaon.  one  of  the  directors  of 
the  company,  of  the  sum  of  $16,711.20, 
tor  which  T.  R.  Pearson  gave  hie  note 
tor  one  year  In  favor  of  the  Dominion 
Trust  Company  for  said  amount  and 
hypothecated  to  said  company  the  fol- 
lowing securities:

Westminster  dlstrlot. 

2.  4,000  shares  Pearson's,  Ltd. 

3.  3,100  preferred  shares  Pretty's 
Timber  Exchange.

6.  175  shares  Dominion  Trust  Com- 
pany. 

«.  225  Class  B  shares  Dominion  Trust. 

7.  Rankin  &  Ford  notes,  $7,619  and 
$826. 

"None  of  these  securities  were  such 
as  the  company  had  power  to  Invest 
trust  moneys  In,  since  No.  I  already 
was  mortgaged  to  the  extent  of  $100,- 
000.  being  more  than  Its  value.  The 
snares  of  Pearson's  Ltd.,  and  the 
Dominion  Trust  stock  already  had  been 
hypothecated  to  the  Bank  of  Montreal. 
Tne  Dominion  Trust  shares  were  not 
tully  paid.  Two  hundred  and  eighty 
snares  of  Dominion  Trust  ware  sold 
later  to  the  British  Canadian  Securities 
ror  $32,360,  but  no  part  of  the  proceeds 
was  used  for  the  trust  creditors.  The 
Hankin  &  Ford  notes  had  been  hypothe- 
cated previously  .by  T.  R.  Peareon  to 
the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce.  T.  R. 
Pearson  had  given  an  undertaking  to 
Kankin  &  Ford  that  he  would  not  ex- 
pect payment  of  the  notes  except  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  certain  agreements 
of  sale."

The  local  manager  of  the  company  sent 
out  letters  to  these  sixteen  clients  that 
a  loan  had  been  made  to  Mr.  Pearson, 
"and  wc  are  able  to  protect  you  fully 
as  regards  security.  We  might  men- 
tion that  Mr.  Pearson  Is  very  well 
known  to  us."  the  manager's  letter 
naively  assured  the  investor. 

The  liquidator  now  declares  that  the 
securities  obtained  from  Mr.  Pearson 
"were,  at  the  date  of  tRe  loan  and  are, 
of  no  value  whatever,  and  the  company 
has  sustained  a  loss  of  the  whole  of  the 
said    Bum    together   with    Interest,"    etc.

Certain  Crop  in  Idmlted 
—Drainage   Bow 


in  an  article  In  Engineering  an  In- 
teresting reference  Is  made  to  Egypt's 
contribution  to  tho  world's  cotton  crop. 
In  Egypt  proper,  the  article  states,  the 
area  Is  strictly  limited  by  the  extent 
of  irrigation,  since  it  is  physically  im- 
possible to  cultivate  cotton  beyond  a 
strip  about  a  mile  wide  on  either  side 
or  the  Nile.  The  uncertainty  that  at- 
tends a  rain-grown,  crop  Is  unknown. 
Also  the  labor  Is  sufficient,  cheap  and/ 
untiring.  The  fellaheen  may  be  Illiter- 
ate, but  they  constitute  aa  fine  a  class 
of  agricultural  laborer*  aa  the  world 
knows.  Professor  Todd  la  loud  In  their 
praise,  and  he  asserts  deliberately  hla 
Ann  conviction  that  Egypt  atands  out 
above  all  other  countries  aa  one  In 
which  the  condltlona,  methods  and  re- 
aults  are,  on  the  whole,  the  beet  and 
the  most  creditable.  Thla  la  high 
praise.  It  supporta  what  la  elsewhere 
stated,  that  irrigation  Is  likely  to  be- 
come the  ruling  method  of  growing  cot- 
ton. An  average  yield  of  454)  poinds 
of  cotton  lint  per  acre,  and  cf  a  quality 
that  la  inferior  to  none  sxctpt  "Sea 
island."  goes  far  to  substantiate  his 
claim. 

Irrigated"  crops  have  their  special 
troubles,  and  Egypt  ia  not  free  from 
thorn.  Theoretically,  it  has  always 
been  sdmitied  that  drainage  most  pro- 
ceed pari  passu  with  irrigation,  but  this 
la  a  counsel  of  perfection.  It  has  al- 
ways been  easier  to  get  money  for 
schemes  that  will  bring  water  on  the 
land  than  to  carry  it  away,  and  since 
that  has  happened  in  Egypt,  the  ab- 
ac nee  of  adequate  drainage  has  caused 
the  fields  to  become  water-logged  tend 
disastrous  consequences  have  followed. 
When  the  outcry  waa  for  water,  and 
always  for  mare  water,  la  order  to 
bring  the  arid  lands  under  cultivation. 
It  never  acanrred  to  the  grower  that  the 
plant  might  an  Iter  from  exosas  of  mole- 
lore,  hat  the  smeller  yield  per  aero 
forced  the  truth  upon  the  authorities, 
and  now  the  demand  for  ttralnstge  la  as 
urgent  aa  waa  the  original  desire  for 
water.

NKW  YOHK,  Sept.  13.— Wall  Streets 
absorbing  interest  in  the  diplomatic 
situation,  and  the  outcome  of  the  im- 
pending 'foreign  exchange  negotiations 
was  reflected  In  the  dullness  of  today's 
trading.  The  market  was  in  a  state  of

It 
was  declared,  are  likely  to  be  consider- 
ably augmented  should  a  large  Anglo- 
French  war  loan  be  made  by  our  bank- 
era.  Metal  stocks  also  made  decided 
Improvement,  their  advance  being  as- 
sociated with  a  better  inquiry  for  re- 
fined copper. 

United  States  Steel  was  not  only  the 
most  active  Issue  but  the  most  potent 
In  affecting  the  late  rise,  selling  up 
1%  to  75%  on  the  usual  large  indi- 
vidual transactions.  War  shares  again 
contributed  a  large  percentage  to  the 
total,  but  this  group-  gathered  Its  mo- 
mentum from  professional  sources, 
railway  shares  repeated  their  variable 
tendencies  of  recent  days,  every  mark- 
ed gain  being  soon  effaced  on  profit- 
taking  or  bear  pressure. 

The  uncertainty  attending  credit  con- 
ditions between  this  centre  and  Lon-

A  lifeboat  put  out  and 
rescued  the  man.  but  he  died  aboard  th4 
liner. 

Later,  Mr.  Todd  said,  a  ship's  officer 
told  him  that  particles  of  ground  glass 
were  found  in  the  cylinders  of  one  of 
the  engines.  The  glass  threatened  to 
damage  the  bearings  and  put  the  platon 
rods  out  of  commission.  Whether  the 
suicide  of  the  oiler  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  trouble  to  the  engine.  Mr. 
Todd  could  not  ascertain.  The  St, 
Louis  arrived  In  Liverpool  on  time,  but 
she  did  not  make  the  return  trip,  as 
advertised,  on  August  21.  The  liner 
was  still  In  Liverpool  when  he  sailed  on 
September  1  on  board  the  New  York, 
which  arrived  last  Thursday.
